OF SACRA MEMO 


Hectare Their P rinciples—Speeches 
by ''Icmticrs o f the I.-egista- 
ture at Turner H all. 


Turner Hall was well filled last evening 
to listen to speeches made by members of 
the Legislature under the auspices of the 
Bovcott Safety Committee of Sacramento. 
A large number of ladies were present. 
The meeting was called to order by Cap­ 
tain John P. Dalton, who announced the 
following list of officers: President, Sen­ 
ator Joseph lloulier: Vice-Presidents— 
Senator C. W. Cross. A. G. Johnson, Sen­ 
ator J. M. Days, William McLaughlin, 
Senator M. Kelly, J. B. Devine, Jerome 
Porter, Hon. G. G. Goucher, E. W. Hale, 
Hon. M. K. C. M unday, W. A. Caswell, 
Captain H. Weinstock, William Gutenber- 
ger, Hon. Thomas H. McDonald, J. G. 
Knowles, C. A. Jenkins, A. E. Hornlein, 
Captain I. G. Mesick. Secretaries—M. J. 
O’Reilly, M. Conner, C. A. Carlson, Robert 
D. Muir. 
When Senator Routier walked upon the 
platform he was greeted with rounds of ap­ 
plause. He said he was more than pleased 
lor the honor conferred—that of presiding 
over such a meeting. He said his heart 
was in the cause. His heart was in this 
work first, last and all the time. He said, 
" You know me of old; yon know that 
when I take a stand from principle I stay. 
We used to have a citizens' boycotting or­ 
ganization. It lasted only a few weeks, or 
a few months. It was soon ascertained 
that the managers of the organization who 
said they were standing in for white labor 
were simply lying. While pretending to 
he anti-Chinese, while crying out against 
the evils of Chinese labor, they were em­ 
ploying Chinese domestics; Chinese did 
their laundrying: Chinese made their ci­ 
gars; Chinese did their cooking; 
the 
waiting maids of their wives and daughters 
were Chinese. The did not boycott those 
who employed Chinese, but what they 
did do was to boycott lots of your 
workingmen. 
In speaking 
for 
my­ 
self, I would rather be a boycot- 
ter 
and 
know 
that I was riglxt, 
and be nominated 
for 
any 
office 
and be conscious of the fact that I was 
wrong. [Applause.] We have formed a 
secret society—the Boycott Safety Commit­ 
tee of Sacramento—an organization en­ 
tirely peaceful in character, one that has 
for its only object the ridding ourselves of 
the Chinese quickly and peaceably. Al­ 
ready we have a large membership in this 
city; we permeate every line of business; 
we' are represented in every class of labor, 
and our aim is to ascertain the name of 
every individual who employs Chinamen, 
and then to boycott him, in our hearts, and 
withdraw from him all our patronage. 
There arc no published lists, hut they are 
boycotted all the same, and will sooner or 
later feel the weight of our influence 
through that medium, the best of ail teach­ 
ers, experience." The Senator spoke of the 
number of gentlemen who were in the 
movement heart and soul, and paid glow­ 
ing tributes to Senators Reddy and Eilcher 
and Assemblyman McGlashan. 
SENATOR r . REIIIIY. 
He introduced as the first speaker of the 
evening Senator 1’. Reddy, of Mono. When 
the Senator came upon the stand there was 
a wilil outburst of applause, and cries of 
' lie’s our next Governor." 
The Senator said lie was sorry to say that 
he would be unable to address the mqgting. 
He ought not to he present, but if he had 
obeyed his physician's instructions would 
he in his room. However he had come 
before them to bear testimony that he was 
with them, heart and soul, in their efforts 
to release themselves from an acknowl­ 
edged evil. lie was pleased to see so many 
present who were not afraid to stand up 
for and maintain their rights against the 
Mongolian evil. There should he a remedy 
and it should be found speedily. He could 
find none hut the boycott, therefore he had 
no hesitancy in announcing that he was a 
boycotter. Tie was a hoyeottcr, first, last 
and all the time. It was a legal remedy, 
hut involved self-denial and self-control. 
He claimed ail had a right to exercise a 
natural inherent privi'ege, that of choosing 
their own company, favor those who favor 
us and our friends, and withheld the same 
from those who would rather give aid to 
Mongolian aliens than those of their own 
race, their own ttesii and blood. [Ap­ 
plause.] Some objected to the name of 
boycott. He knew many people who took 
nauseous potions put up in bottles labeled 
with outlandish names; still they took 
their medicine all the same. líe saw 
nothing in the name of boycott that should 
alarm anyone. 
It was not very long, not 
hard to spell, very easy to pronounce, and 
he was in favor of its use. 
ASSEMBLYMAN M’GI.ASHAN. 
The Chairman next introduced C. F. 
McGlashan as the “ Hero of Truckee,” the 
man who had been the means of banishing 
all the Chinese from the Truckee basin. 
The speaker was greeted with uproarious 
applause. He said that the boycott was 
freedom’s battle; it hail begun, and battles 
for freedom always wen. He said they 
were contending with an enemy of great 
resources. There has apparently been a 
cessation ot hostilities, and those against 
us say the movement is dead. How sadly 
are they mistaken. The anti-Chinese agi- 
tion is not dead ! Our forces have been 
busily engaged digging a mine under the 
enemies, and now we are ready to explode 
the mine and teach the pro-Chinese that 
the boycott is not dead. It is the mine of 
the Boycott Safety Committee I 
[Ap­ 
plause] In all towns of any considerable 
size in the State have these silent organiza­ 
tions grownup; their secret meetings are 
well attended; their work progressing 
harmoniously, and to-night in Sacramento 
the capital city of the State, where the boy­ 
cott was born, the Boycott Committee holds 
its first meeting. 
Bovcotters! We are 
proud to bo called boycotters. It is the 
edict of the people, and the people are sov­ 
ereign. 11 is the weapon of the laboring 
man. and in Uiis warfare is their only 
weapon. Pro-Chinese advocates and sym­ 
pathizers can use, if they so desire, Chinese 
cigars and other articles manufactured by 
Chinese, but tlic time lias not come when 
they can compel Americans to use the pro­ 
ducts of Mongolian labor. In this State 
there are 7.000 Chinese engaged in the man­ 
ufacture of cigars, and hardly 1,000 white 
men can get employment in that industry. 
A cigar made by a white man should be as 
good as one made by a Chinaman, yet we 
go on smoking Chinese cigars. Any article 
manufactured by a white man should boas 
good as that made by a Chinaman, still we 
purchase those articles, regardless of who 
manufactures them. We thus furnish em­ 
ployment to the Mongol, and people of our 
own race are left to starve. When you 
employ Chinese, either as domestics or in­ 
directly by purchasing the result of their 
labor, you arc helping him snatch the 
bread from the family table of the white 
laborer. Thousands of Chinamen in this 
State are not only taking the bread from 
the white families, but are the cause of 
their boys growing tip in idleness, be­ 
coming 'hoodlums and opium fiends; 
their daughters are forced into the 
paths of death because all avenues of 
labor are monopolized, and there is left for 
them no means of earning an honest and 
honorable living. 
Go where you will, 
everywhere the Chinese are employed. Go 
where vou wiil. everywhere, and you find 
hundreds of white persons in forced idle­ 
ness. The steamers that arrive at San 
Francisco are bringing to our shores far 
more Chinaman than they takeaway. The 
statements of the large numbers that leave 
and the small number that arrives, that are 
published in the papers, are untrue. The 
reporters only get for publication such 
ligares as those engaged in their transport­ 
ation see fit to give. Smuggling Chinese 
through the British possessions has become 
a regular business. There has been so 
much competition in this industry that 
Ates have been cut down from $50 to $10. 
TlnTy iiave lots to say about the Cutting af­ 
fair "in Mexico, and hut little to say about 
the 
Chinese that find their way into 
the United States through 
that Re­ 
public. 
Congress has not, cannot and 
will 
not 
help 
us. There 
is no 
ul! in thic .-rotation, but, on the contrary, 


it is thoroughly organized, and will be re­ 
vived as it never has been before. All dur­ 
ing the summer months there was an ap­ 
parent lull, but ail the time tie Safety 
Committee was silently a! work; their 
organizations extend throughout '.he State, 
they have done lots of work, mueh more 
than has been seen upon the surface. There 
was in February last 1,000 Chinamen in the 
vicinity of Truckee. There are none there 
now. [Immense applause.] Throughout 
all the lumbering camps of the coast they 
have been discharged. There has been no 
bluster, buncombe speeches and resolu­ 
tions, no newspaper talk, but the Safety 
Committee has been quietly at work ail 
these days, and the results are the best 
evidence of what they have accomplished. 
They are working and not talking, and its 
work and not talk that counts. Many 
thousand white laborers have come" to 
California from the Easi dnring the past 
year. Many took advantage of the cut 
rates, ethers the excursion rates of the G. 
A R. The old veterans found in their 
recent visit to California a slavery worse 
than the one they fought to put down, 
more degrading, more debasing. When 
they return to their Eastern homes and re­ 
count what they have seen ol this evil in 
California, there will be a change of senti­ 
ment east of the Rockies Thiy will make 
concessions when they understand it better; 
when they hear of the blighting influences 
this curse has brought upon this people 
they will not look with so much horror 
upon the acts of the people at Seattle, 
Nicolaus and Rock Springs. We had borne 
this evil until it seemed impossible to bear 
it longer when the State Convention gave 
us the boycott. If that had not been given 
at that time disastrous results might have 
followed. 
He dared any man to 
show where a Chinaman had been 
misused, a hair of his head harmed, 
a dollar’s worth of liis property destroyed, 
by the enforcement of the boycott. No 
boycotter has been convicted of a crime, 
for no boycotter has ever committed one. 
It means not simply to not buy of or sell 
to Chinamen, but it means to refuse to have 
any business relations with those who do 
employ or trade with them—those whose 
greed for gold outweighs their love for their 
fellow-man. The boycott has net been in­ 
voked except where a few have stood out 
against the many. Don’t employ Chinese 
and you at once are benefiting your own 
race.The speaker spoke of a pickle factory in 
San Francisco which some time since ad­ 
vertised for help at 50 cents per day. At 
that small pittance there was five tintes the 
number of applicants as could obtain em­ 
ployment. They blocked the streets in 
front of the office to such an extent that 
street car travel was interfered with. 
Girls and women willing to work 
for that small pittance went away 
weeping bitterly because they could not 
even get that small pittance to assist clothe 
and feed their bodies. There are thousands 
of our own people, our own flesh and 
blood, anxious to make an honest living, 
that are kept from doing so because of the 
Chinese. In view of these facts, is it not 
strange that you still insist upon giving 
these people employment, and continue to 
use articles of their manufacture? The 
spirit of freedom and right wiil prompt one 
to stand by this system of boycott. This 
evil must be checked. Do you want an­ 
other revolution? If you have not the 
courage to stand up by the boycott, I don’t 
think you have the courage to stand up 
and fight. All the white laborers that were 
out of employment last fall will be out of 
work again this season, and several thou­ 
sand more will be added to their number. 
The clamor that will go up for bread in 
California will be such as to make the 
State tremble for the result. 
This is 
the 
first 
gun 
of 
the 
campaign. 
Wise, brave men, who have stood 
up for the right will direct it in 
peaceable channels. No article should be 
bought, handled or used that is not the di­ 
rect product of white man’s labor. I am 
with the boycott until it wins or until I am 
laid away in the grave. We must and 
should make up our minds to stand by the 
white men and women of our country anil 
against the Chinese We are on the eve of 
a campaign in which we defy either of the 
political parties to throw down the gaunt­ 
let to the labor classes and form an alliance 
with the money bags. I am anti-Chiuese, 
and I believe 30.000 Republicans and 40,­ 
000 Democrats believe as I do. [Applause.] 
If they have no place for us in their plat­ 
form then we have no use for them. No 
matter if the Chinese do drive bard, we 
will continue to drive until we drive them 
out, if it takes until doomsday. 
SENATOR FILCHER. 
The next speaker was Senator Filcher of 
Placer, lie said he was not prepared to 
makea speech on the Chinese question. For 
the last month his head had been full of 
water. [Laughter.] During the past week 
it had lieett full of wind and water, princi­ 
pally wind. [Laughter.] He reviewed the 
Chinese evil from its first appearance in 
California, over thirty years ago. He said 
it was a blight on civilization. More are 
coming to our shores now than were leav­ 
ing, and all here seemed to be employed. 
If they came upon us with drawn sword 
they would he no match for us. White 
men are superior in intelligence and civil­ 
ization, yet in the matter of contest for ex­ 
istence the Chinaman is our superior. He 
will grow fat where a white man, with his 
greater wants, must starve. Ilere two 
destructive nations of the earth have 
met, and the question is who will 
succumb? 
.Shall we stand up and 
meet 
them 
like 
men worthier of 
a higher civilization? In looking over 
this audience, 1 see the substance of the 
people are-here. The respectable element 
could not find time to come. Shall we allow 
them to overlook this question, and thus 
give aid to tne Chinese ? He related sev­ 
eral amusing anecdotes about the tenacity 
with which housewives clung to their 
Chinese domestics. 
Some wives would 
leave their husbands rather than be forced 
to get along without their Chinese help. 
Ear!, the fruit-shipper. says on* white man 
is the equal of two Chinamen, and lie only 
pays them one-third more. Senator Ron- 
tier tel is you that one white man is more 
than the equal of two Mongolians, and 
you could not get hint to employ a China­ 
man at any price. [Applause ] ’ I believe 
we can get along without them. If you 
arc a Californian, a white man. or’ an 
American citizen, then cease employing 
them, either directly or indirectly. Our 
fathers and mothers got along without 
Chinese help, and why cannot we? 
What they have done we can do 
if we are worthy of our ancestry. 
Is their example worthy our emulation ? 
Why should civilization longer tolerate 
this curse? It is more infamous, damn­ 
able and debasing than ever was African 
slavery in the South. The hand of Provi­ 
dence is helping us in crinding this matter. 
An Eastern lady, riding through I street 
the other day, saw a few hundred of these 
people and asked, “ Where do they sleep?” 
They burrow in their holes. Get up a 
shooting scrape and they come out of their 
holes like rodents, and the streets will 
hardly hold them. An Eastern visitor in 
viewing the same portion of I street said; 
“If this blighting spot existed in my town 
in Ohio it would be blotted ont as a nui­ 
sance in less than twenty-four hours.’’ If 
we in California should propose such a 
thing the whole East would rise against ns, 
and all the “respectable people" would 
stand up and say, "For God’s sake don’t: 
you will prejudice our case in the East.” 
They would say it was either all 
buncombe, 
dentagogry 
or 
foolish­ 
ness. 
There is a strong pro-Chinese 
sentiment growing here. 
They say, 
"Oh, I am as much opposed toChiuamen as 
you are : but I don’t want to send them all 
to San Francisco.” Why not send them out 
hv the way of San Francisco ? L'id they 
not enter by that route? They say we 
must not do so and so—we will starve them 
to death. No danger of that; there is no 
such good luck in store for us. [Laughter.] 
All this talk is mere stuff, bosh. They 
come here to make money and carry it 
away with them. We can’t blame them, 
for they come here to better their condi­ 
tion ; but we can and do blame ourselves 
for letting them come, and then employing 
them after their arrival. They come here 
to fatten in our pastures, at onr expense. 
The speaker then gave an interesting his- 
torv of the patriarchal government in 
China, and claimed that it had been trans­ 
planted to California. When you give a 
quarter to a Chinaman you might as well 
throw it into the sea. for it-is-gone-from- 
your-gaze. [Laughter.] The “ respectable” 
people crowded the Pavilion the other 
night to partake of the feast, but they won t 
come around to hear this question dis­ 
cussed. They ought to come around here 
and get a plaster for their souls. Treat 
them as they do us—let them severely 
alone. Let their products alone.

M. J. 0 ‘lieilly, one^)f the 
read the following: 
W hereas. In deference to the y»ractieally un­ 
animous declaration of the people of the Pacific; 
coast ajíiiiuEt the further importation of Chinese 
coolies, the Congress of the United States, after 
many unsuccessful aMempts, finally enacted 
legislation restrictive of the wholesale shipment 
of this servile labor to our coasts; and. where­ 
as, for some time subsequent to the taking effect 
of the Restriction Act, which then, and for a 
certain period of time thereafter did, m a meas­ 
ure, restrict the Mongel serf inflow into our 
State, the agitation of this question had almost 
ceased, au<i the people resumed their wonted 
callings, apparently convinced that Chinese 
coolie importation into the United States had 
been put a stop to : but this was only the calm 
before the storm—an appearance which was 
wholly and utterly deceptive; and. whereas, at 
the present time, aud for nearly two years 
last past, 
Uniitttl Stales Courru on thi- 
coast—presumably in obedience to the be­ 
hests of coolie importers—in flagrant vio­ 
lation of the Restriction Act. without \vn> 
rant of law. iu defiance of public opinion 
and with lofty contempt of the repeated pro­ 
tests of the 8an Francisco Customs officers, have 
permitted, and now are permitting C; oiies to 
land on our shores, who not only had no ac­ 
quired right to the privilege, but many uf whom 
admitted on being questioned that they had 
never beeniuthel nittd States, while the United 
States Attorney scarcely even “ perfunctorily” 
interposed or interposes an objection; aud, 
whereas, in view of tne fact that in thelauguage 
of said Customs officials, “ it would be a start­ 
ling commentary on the Federal Courts of this 
city were the t -tal number of Chinese released 
on habeas corpus in defiance of the Restriction 
Act ascertained,” we, therefore, pledge our 
honor to maintain and enforce the following 
Declaration of Principles of the Boycott Safety 
Committee: 
The Chinese are an unmitigated evil to this 
coast, and we believe our only peaceful redress 
is the boycott. We are confronted by two 
classes of enemies. The one consists of the 
pro-Uhiñese clement, who are endeavoring by 
the corrupt use of gold aud power to crush and 
intimidate those who advocate boycotting: the 
other consists of the communistic element, who 
threaten violence and bloodshed, and claim 
that the Chinese can be driven away by no 
mean4: save lire, steel, or dynamite. The former 
would fasten chinese slave labor forever upon 
us aud our children, and conspire to persecute 
us because we refuse to submit: thelutter would 
bring us into disgrace anil dishonor by turning 
i the anti-Chinese movement iuto a cruel, 
criminal, aud bloody insurrection. The first 
class are determined that this slavery shall not 
cease; the second would plunge the’coast into 
a very carnival of crime, massacre, conflagration 
aud civil war. 
The better to protect ourselves against the 
merciless hatred ol the one class, ami the in­ 
cendiarism of the other, we adopt a cloak of 
secresy. This cloak hides 110 wrong-doing, but 
simply shields us from dangers that menace our 
lives, our property, our homes, and all that we 
hold dear. 
We arc determined that henceforth we will 
not employ, patronize, or deal witli Chinese. 
Be the sacrifice ever so great, we shell refrain 
from having any business relations, in future, 
with them, or with those of their employers 
who are under the ban of the boycott, unless 
legal obligation or absolute necessity compels. 
We hold that no employer should be placed 
under the ban until be has taken a stand in de­ 
fiance of public sentiment, und has proven that 
his greed for gold outweighs his love for the 
laboring classes of his own race. Once estab­ 
lished, the boycott should mean total non-inter­ 
course, non employment, non-patronage. Fur­ 
ther than this we do not propose to go, nor will 
we permit others to go. if in our power to pre­ 
vent. We are thereiore banded together for 
the purpose of discountenancing unlawful acts 
or propositions, deprecating violence, suppress­ 
ing riots, and assisting the constituted authori­ 
ties'in preserving the peace, and iu enforcing 
the State and National laws. 
With faithful men in every city, town, village 
and district who are loyal, conservative and pa­ 
tient, but firm, untiring and vigilant, the anti- 
Chinese conflict, although peaceful, is irrepres­ 
sible. We are witnessing the beginning of the 
end. May God speed the cause. 
Short speeches were made by one or two 
others, after which the meeting adjourned.

L iv e and D ead I vory.—"That knife 
handle is worth twice as much as the 
other," said an ivory dealer to a reporter as 
he pointed out two handsome knives in a 
case. They looked exactly alike, so the re­ 
porter asked in what the difference lay. 
“ Well, one handle is formed of live ivory 
and the other of dead,” replied the mer­ 
chant. “ By live ivory I mean ivory taken 
from an animal recently killed. That sort 
of ivory is expensive, because it is hard to 
get. It is strong because there is life in it, 
and it is used for the handles of the best 
knives, and where dead ivory could not he 
used. When an elephant loses a tusk that 
tusk becomes what we call dead ivory. He 
sheds the tusk and it has no strength in it. 
It is brittle and breaks easily, and can only 
be used for the handles of pocket-knives, or 
in other forms where the ends are pro­ 
tected. If they were not the ivory would 
split and crack in a very short time. The 
ivory taken from the tusks of the ante­ 
diluvians mammoths buried in the soil of 
Siberia, is. of course, all dead ivory. iLs 
uses are, therefore, limited. If yoii ever 
want to buy any ivory goods be sore to 
ascertain whether it is live or dead ivory 
before purchasing. If the former, it is 
strong and durable; if the latter, it is brittle 
and liable to crack, even where fastened. 
The same role applies to horn. Deerhorn 
and buckhorn, so commonly used, espe­ 
cially in the handles, of pocket-knives, is 
much of it made from the horns shed by 
the deer, and of little value. The live iiorit 
is more expensive."—-V. Y. Sun. 


Abuses in Bcbmah.—The unsatisfactory 
manner in which justice is administered 
in Upper Burmalt has increased the dis­ 
content felt by the Burmese. Upper Bur- 
mah has heen proclaimed to be, since the 
2tith of February last, part of British India. 
No steps Were taken to exclude it front the 
operation of the general statutes in force 
in India. The Penal Code, the Criminal 
Procedure Code and oilier general Acts 
thus cante in torco. The Burmese have 
been repeatedly and emphatically assured 
that they would enjoy equal rights with 
other Indian subjects’ ot the Queen-Em- 
press. The provisions of the various stat­ 
utes which the proclamation brought into 
force have, however, been steadily ignored. 
The Judges, without the right to try prison­ 
ers, impose sentences which they are not 
legally empowered to pass. The" right of 
appeal secured by law is denied to prison­ 
ers in Upper Burmah. If it be necessary 
to suspend laws, it should be done openly 
and avowedly. A continuanceof the pres­ 
ent system of violating laws which it is 
proclaimed are in force is extremely inju­ 
dicious and injurious. It is rapidly de­ 
stroying confidence in our tribunals. This 
is especially the case in Mandalay, where 
a large number of educated Burmese reside, 
who know to what rights they ore legally 
entitled, while they see the laws openly 
violated,—London Tima.

CniCAUQ, August 20th.—At 10 A. >t. Hie 
jury in the Anarcht-d cases cam e into Court 
and rendered a verdict of all guilty of mur­ 
der, w ith the penalty of death, except 
Xeebe. who is given fifteen years. 
There are four different versions given 
out this morning as to the verdict decided 
upon hv the jury in the Anarchist cases. 
The only accepted fact is that the jury has 
decided upon a verdict, and that all the de­ 
fendants, except Xeebe, have been found 
guilty and been given various grades of 
punishment. The police rumor is that six 
men—Spies, Fielding, Fischer, I’arsons, 
Schwab and Lingg—have heen found guilty 
of murder, and that Xeebe and Engel wiil 
be given penitentiary sentences. Another 
statement has reduced the number who 
will receive a capital penalty to three — 
Spies, Fielding and Fischer. There are no 
means of accurately determining any of 
these rumors, aud until the verdict is given 
at 10 o’clock 110 absolute credence can he 
given anv of them. The jurymen remain 
in their rooms at the Revere House, just 
across the street from the Court room. 
About this building are a number of police 
to prevent any attempt to break in upon 
the privacy cif the jury. In front of the 
main entrance to the Court-house are thirty 
police, and three lines of police and the 
Court bailiff’3 have to he encountered before 
any one can approach the Court-room. At 
9 o’clock this morning there were twenty 
police in uniform iu the Conrt-room and 
several press representatives. 
The Court officials decided that the rela­ 
tives of the prisoners would he allowed in 
the Court-room, and at 0:15 o'clock a sister 
of Spies, with another young woman, made 
her appearance. She moved as though 
site would proceed to close proximity of 
the ciiairs heretofore occupied by the pris­ 
oners, hut sin* was motioned to a seat on 
the opposite side of the Court-room in the 
rear line of the police officers, thus indi­ 
cating that the prisoners are not to be sur­ 
rounded by tlicir admirers. This forenoon, 
shortly afterward, the mother of Spies, ac­ 
companied by a younger son. also entered 
the Court-room and took seats on the rear 
benches. 1 he jury left tlic-ir hotel at 0:10, 
and under the guidance of ten Bailiffs took 
their way to the Court house, and were con­ 
ducted to the inner room immediately ad­ 
joining the main Court-room. At 0:20 
Mrs. I’arsons entered the Court-room. She 
was given a seat between two policemen, 
and with two policemen immediately in 
her rear. Whether this precaution was to 
guard against any extraordinary exploit ill 
the Court-room or not, is of course un­ 
known, hut the seat accorded to the female 
Anarchist was deemed significant. 
The tremendous interest taken in the 
outcome of the trial and the finding of the 
jury is illustrated by the crowd which lias 
gathered in front of the Court-house to 
await the announcement. Nearly 2,000 
people were gathered on Michigan s treet, in 
front of the main entrance to the building, 
gazing up at the windows. The police got 
the crowd moving, however, and it ap­ 
peared to lie composed almost entirely of 
simply curious pe qilc. Judge Gary arrived 
at 0:47 o'clock, and almost, at the same mo­ 
ment Hie defendants' counsel arrived. The 
prisoners were brotu lit into the Court-room 
at 0:52, and were seated at the northeast 
corner of the room on the same side benches. 
Court was called to order at 9:54. The pris­ 
oners presented about their usual appear­ 
ance, though Spies und Fischer looked 
deathly pale. The jury arrived at 9:55 
o’clock. Títere was an impressive silence 
as they filed in. When the jury appeared 
Judge Gary enjoined absolute silence. 
There was a whispered consultation be­ 
tween the Judge and the Clerk, when the 
verdict was read, ns follows : 
“ We, the jury, find the defendants, Au­ 
gust Spies, Michael Schwab, Samuel Field­ 
ing, Albert I!. I’arsons, Adolph Fischer, 
George Engel and Louis Lingg, guilty of 
murder as charged in the indictment, and 
fix the penalty at death. We find the de­ 
fendant, Oscar W. Xeebe, guilty of murder 
in manner and form as charged in the in­ 
dictment, and fix the penalty at imprison­ 
ment in the Penitentiary for fifteen jears.” 
Captain Black asked that the jury be 
polled. The jurymen answered with firm 
voices. Captain Black said lie would make 
a motion for a new nial. State’s Attorney 
Grinnell said it would he impossible to dis­ 
pose of the motion during the present term, 
hut by agreement a motion could he argued 
at the September term. This was agreed to 
by the defense. 
The Court said: “ Let the motion he en­ 
tered and continued until the next term 
and the defendants taken to jail." 
The prisoners then tiled out dnring the 
interim, under the guidance of the Bailiff’s. 
Hardly had the jury left the room when a 
piercing shriek was heard, followed by the 
heavy falling of the wife of Schwab to the 
floor, when Lhe result of the verdict liad 
heen interpreted to her. She is also the 
sister of Sebnaubelt, the alleged bontb- 
thrower. Site was carried cut to the air 
by the police, and soon revived. Mrs. 
Parsons looked haggard as she started to 
leave the Court-room, but maintained a 
moderate degree of composure. The crowd 
remained outside for an hour after the 
reading ot the verdict. It is understood 
that the authorities contemplate the imme­ 
diate arrest of all persons even indirectly 
connected with the Ilaymarket tragedy for 
conspiracy, and that with this knowledge, 
many of the active leaders, hearing of the 
outcome of the verdict, are preparing to 
leave the city. 
OTHERS TO BE ABP.EFTEO 1'OIi CONSPIRACY. 
t ’nicAGO, August 20th.—At 2 o’clock this 
afternoon a large torce of police was 
gathered at the Chicago avenue police sta­ 
tion. under command of Captains Schack 
and Little. Later Chief Ebcrsold arrived. 
Jt is a current rumor about town that the 
police have a list containing the names of 
nearly three hundred men who were en­ 
gaged in the Anarchist conspiracy, and 
that wholesale arrests henceforth will he 
the order. It is reported that the names of 
Mrs. Parsons and Mrs. Holmes are among 
those for whom warrants have been issued 
charging them with conspiracy. 
COMMENTS OF THE PRESS. 
X f.w Y ork, August 20th.—The verdict of 
the jury in the case of the Chicago Anarch­ 
ists is universally commended in this city. 
The Keening Pod says: “The import­ 
ance of this result can scarcely be over­ 
estimated. It is a formal notification toali 
Anarchists in this country and ont of it, 
that they cannot carry on their infamous 
trade any more safely in America than 
they can at home. If Spies, Fielding, Par­ 
sons, Lingg, Schwab, Engel and Fischer 
are hanged, as they in all probability will 
be. their fate will be pretty certain to put 
an end to the business of the throwing of 
bombs in this country. All Anarchists are 
notoriously cowards, and dissemination of 
the intelligence that the practice [of an­ 
archy in the United States leads surely and 
swiftly to the gallows wfll have a depress­ 
ing effect upon the profession. The na­ 
tionality of the Chicago criminals is suffici­ 
ency varied to carry the lesson home to 
more than one country. Fielding is an 
Englishman, Parsons is an American, and 
the others are all Germans, we believe.” 
The Cohimercial Advertiser says: “ This 
is a death-blow to anarchy in America. 
The remaining thugs of the Lehr and Wchr 
Yerein arc not of the species that will risk 
their lives for any cause they have hereto­ 
fore championed, and now that their asso­ 
ciates are doomed to death the others will 
retire to their slums and do their growling 
tinder their breath.” 
N ew Y ork, August 20th.—The Staats- 
Zeilung, commenting on the verdict, has 
the following: "The verdict is perfectly 
in ai-cordahce with the letter, as well as the 
spirit of the law, declaring the fullest re­ 
sponsibility oí the intellectual author of 
the crime, and we do not believe that there 
is as mueh as a shadow of a chance left for 
the prisoners to he saved from the gallows. 
The mass of the people undoubtedly re­ 
joice over the verdict, which is of the ut­ 
most importance. But the arch-traitor 
dwells at present in a convict's garb on 
Blackwell's Island, and we trnst that the 
crowning point of this remarkably snecess- 


¡ tion to the authorities of the State of Illi- 
j nois. There can be no reason why such a 
request should not he granted in tinte, 
lon e of the prisoners, Adolph Fischer, 
1 when he heard the verdict, is said to have 
: muttered: ‘ This is only the origin of an­ 
archy.’ He made a mistake. This is the 
end of anarchy.” 
The lFtirfii, in an article headed “ The 
Triumph of Law,” says: “ Through 110 
feelings of revengeful character, hut 
through a deep sense that circumstances 
demand it, the people o.f the United Slates 
will commend the verdict of the jury in 
the trial of the Chicago Anarchists. They 
wiil do this because it was justified by the 
evidence, and because it was necessary that 
the status of the peculiar crime involved 
should he distinctly ami emphatically 
established by the Courts. In no other 
way could the fact be so effectively set 
forth, both at home and abroad, that the 
laws of this country are adequate to meet 
this imported description of murder. We 
constitute a free nation, but there is no 
resting place for Anarchists among us.”

SCIENCE IN AMERICA. 
A Compliment Paid to this Country by n 
Prominent Englishman. 
In his pleading for more State recogni­ 
tion of science, Sir Lyon l’layfair, the Presi­ 
dent of the British Association at Aber­ 
deen. pointed out the present activity of 
Germany and France, and especially of the 
United States: 
" Both France and Germany make ener­ 
getic efforts to advance science with the md 
of their national resources. Alore remark­ 
able is it to see a young nation like the 
United States reserving 159,000,000 acres of 
national landfortheproraotion of scientific 
education. In some respects this young 
country is in advance of all European na­ 
tions in joining science to its administra­ 
tive offices. Its scientific publications, 
like the great paleontological work, ent- 
badying the researches of Professor Marsh 
ajd his associates in the geological survey, 
ate an example toother Governments. The 
Minister of Agriculture is surrounded with 
a staff of botanists and chemists. The 
llstne Secretary is aided by a special seien- 
tilc commission to investigate the habits, 
migrations and food of fishes, and the lat­ 
te: has at its disposal two specially con- 
stiuetcd steamers of large tonnage. 
"The United States aud Great Britain 
promote fisheries on distinct systems. In 
•his country we are perpetually issuing ex­ 
pensive commissions to visit the coasts in 
order to ascertain the experiences of fisher­ 
men. I have acted as Chairman of one of 
these royal commissions, and found that 
the fishermen, having only a knowledge of 
a small area, gave the most contradictory 
and unsatisfactory evidence. In America 
the questions are put to nature, and not 
fishermen. Exact and searching investiga­ 
tions are made into the life history of the 
fishes, into the temperature of the sea in 
which they live and spawn; into the na­ 
ture of their food, and into the liahits 
of their natural enemies. For this pur­ 
pose the Government gives the co-opera­ 
tion of the navy, and provides the commis­ 
sion with a corps ot skilled naturalists, 
some of whom go out with the steamships 
and others work in the biological labora­ 
tories at Wood's Hole, Massachusetts, or 
Washington. 
:i The practical re­ 
sults flowing from these scientific investi­ 
gations have been important. The inland 
waters and rivers have been stocked with 
fish of the best and most suitable kinds. 
Even the great ocean which washes the 
coasts of the United Staies ¡3 beginning to 
be affected by the knowledge tints acquired, 
and a sensible result is already produced 
upon the most important of its fisheries. 
The United Kingdom largely depends upon 
its fisheries, but as yet our own Government 
value of sue!

A Xetv Postal Card. 
The new postal card design adopt 
about a year ago will soon be superseded 
by apotlu r. w hich has been preparing at 
tlie Bureau of Engraving and Printing. and 
which lias been formally approved by Post 
master-Ocneral Vilas. ' When the last 
change of design was made there •eas some 
occasion for haste, and there was difficulty 
about getting rid of certain notions about 
the card ¡hat experience has removed. Mr. 
Vilas last year took the best of the designs 
offered, it was an improvement, bat still 
not entirely satisfactory. The new design 
will at once be accepted asan improvement 
upon that now in use. It consists of one 
piec.-'ttí engraving instead of two nieces, as 
on the present card. Ahead ot Jeflersyr 
a miniature pvrtrait after the original in 
the State Department, occupies a central 
place on Hie upper third of the card. Over 
this head in light letters are the words 
“ United States.” 
In panels supported 
by 
scroll-work 
at 
the 
left 
am' 
right arc the words “ postal card’ 
in distinct letters. Under the head are 
the words “ one cent,” and beneath the 
border line, inclosing (lie designation of 
value, is the line “ Nothing hut the address 
to be on this side." The design is graceful 
and tight, and its advantage over the old 
one is that the idea of putting the stamp 
off at one side and the designation of the 
article at Hie opposite side is abandoned to 
secure an exclusive design with the strong­ 
est feature of it in the center. The l’ost- 
master-General may decidy to print the 
new cords on white paper, in black ink, for 
the reason that white paper furnishes a 
better ground for written characters, help­ 
ing the J’oslofliee clerks who are com­ 
pelled to decipher addresses, and for the 
other reason that the brown ink is com­ 
plained of by the printers who use it as 
more troublesome, to obtain good work 
with than the tame quality of black ink.

Green Slime in Tanks.—Some one asks 
how to prevent green slime from collecting 
on inside walls of a water tank. My tank, 
for several years, was troubled the same 
way, and had to be frequently cleaned, and 
at length I chanced upon what seems, after 
two years, to be the remedy. It is forcing 
air through the water. At first the feed­ 
pipe to the tank discharged upon the sur­ 
face of the water, and there was very little 
disturbance. Then the pipe was changed 
so as to enter the tank at the bottom, and 
as the windmiil is on slightly higher 
ground Ilian the tank, the forcing i-n of the 
water by the pump carries with it a large 
amount of air, so that when the tank 
is beiDg filled the water boils and bubbles 
at a great rate. Since that time the tank 
has been perfectly free from slime, and 
after two years has not required to be 
cleaned even once, and a colony of brook 
fish have kept it free from “wiggiers” of all 
sorts, and seem to have made fair growth, 
though fed very infrequently.— Country 
Gentleman. 
When vessels or timber sink to great 
depths in the ocean, the pressure is so 
great that the water is forced intothepores, 
and the wood becomes too heavy to rise 
again. It is this pressure that makes it 
impossible for divers to descend to any 
great depth. 


rna fruit, says : The quantity 
fruit received here litis year lias been some­ 
what less than last, though the receipts at 
Chicago have heen somewhat greater. It is 
frequently the case, when an extra fine 
carload of fruit is received at Chicago, for 
the commission merchant or owner there 
to forward the same to this market, as he 
is desirous of retaining his connections 
here, also of keeping the fruit before 
the public. 
Competition here is not 
likely to show any great increase. 
There are to-day in this city four firms en­ 
gaged in the trade. These are compelled to 
make heavy advances upon consignments 
made to them, and should the fruit, upon 
arrival, prove poor in quality, they are 
often obliged to pocket the loss, being 
unable to obtain a return from the ship­ 
pers. The rate of commission is 10 per 
cent., and the incidental expenses of the 
run are about 2 per cent. The question is 
asked, Why is not canning done upon a 
more extensive scale? We, in reply, would 
state this ultimately will be done, and is 
properly the only method that can be 
adopted to insure a profitable return for 
the labor expended in raising fruit. Cali­ 
fornia is certainly too far to reach the East­ 
ern markets with safety. The distance and 
time of transit are too great, and freight 
charges cannot he lowered with profit to 
the railroads. 
Topographical Survey of Southern Cali 
fornia. 
N ew Y o r k, August 20th.—The Herald's 
Washington special says : James Steven­ 
son has just heen instructed by the Director 
of the United States Geological Survey to 
proceed to San Diego, CaL, for the purpose 
of making plans for a topographical survey 
of southern California, especially with a 
view of reporting upon a site for a base 
line, and for connecting it with the coast 
survey triangulation of the region, and for 
determining the best season in which this 
work can he performed. He is especially 
to learn if the work can be advantageously 
prosecuted during the winter season. 
Stevenson lias also been instructed to make 
such ethnological notes and collections as 
circumstances will permit, without detri­ 
ment to the work. Stevenson will, while 
there, make explorations of several of the 
small islands just off San Diego, 011 which 
it is reported there are many important and 
interesting Indian remains and relics. It 
is believed much interesting data regard­ 
ing these subjects. as well as information 
regarding the fauna of these islands, will 
he obtained, as they have not been care­ 
fully examined in a scientific way. 
The Cutting Case—General Sedgwick's 
Mission. 
D en ver (Col.), August20th.—An El Faso 
special says: Envoy Sedgwick arrived this 
evening at 4 o’clock, and was escorted im 
mediately by the editor of the El Faso 
Times across the river to l’aso del Norte, to 
Consul Brigham’s office, where a secret 
conference of about an hour's duration took 
place. From there he was escorted to th 
Mexican Central depot, where lie took the 
train for the City of Mexico at 7 o'clock. 
He says his mission is to Minister Jackson 
alone, and that his credentials are directed 
to that gentleman. 
After a conference 
with him, lie will return to Faso del 
Norte, and enter upon a minute and thor­ 
ough investigation of the Cutting case. The 
Department of State at Washington will 
take no steps until he returns and makes 
his report. Mr. Sedgwick’s baggage was 
thoroughly examined by the Mexican Cus­ 
tom Inspector at the Mi xiean Central depot 
at Paso del Norte, although his escort an­ 
nounced him as a special envoy front the 
United Stales. The large envelope contain­ 
ing his credentials and instructions, was 
especially scrutinized. Ha reports that liis 
mission is not a diplomatic one, hut sim­ 
ply one of conference with Minister Jack­ 
son, and afterwards one of investigation at 
Paso del X'orte.

An Active Grain Market. 
Xew York, August 20th.—The remark­ 
able activity in the grain markets within 
a day or two past, bids fair to impart a 
decided momentum to general business, 
the most healthful feature of the former 
being that it is in line with legitimate 
trade. The foreign exporter for once is 
pushing the professional speculators to the 
wall. Yesterday's dealings at the advanc­ 
ing prices 011 the floor of the Exchange 
were attended with unusual excitement. 
The transactions in wheat for September, 
October and December deliveries amounted 
to upward of 11,000,000 bushels. 
The 
increasing demand for Europe is chiefly 
based upon cablegrams from London and 
Paris about the had weather. One author­ 
ity is quoted as stating that the French 
wheat crop is largely short. The announce­ 
ment that 250,000 bushels of cash wheat 
has heen taken at Baltimore for export 
this morning served to stimulate the mar­ 
ket. It is reported, on good authority, 
that at least twenty sailing vessels, to ar­ 
rive at Atlantic ports, have been chartered 
for refined petroleum. 
The aggregate

He says lie 
gets them here through the port of Vic­ 
toria, 1!. G. Yu Sing, a prominent Chinese 
grocer here, makes no secret of the tact 
that he smuggles Chinese through. He 
goes so far us to declare that money is paid 
to the Custom-liouse officers to have 
their papers declared all right. A ma­ 
jority of the new arrivals represent 
themselves us tea, silk or rice merchants. 
Nine out of ten are laundry-men. Money 
to start laundries is advanced them by the 
grocery firms, and a high rate of interest 
is charged, not unfrequentiy a hundred 
per cent, being extorted. Inducements 
are held out to Chinamen that if they will 
come here they can have their own laun­ 
dry inside of one year. This has had the 
effect of increasing the arrivals, and at the 
lowest estimate, 1,000 Chinamen have been 
smuggled into New Y'ork since the passage 
of the Restriction Act, whobelongcu to the 
prohibited class. They are mostly located 
in the Sixth Waid, which is known as the 
Chinese quarter. 
Chinese Gamblers' Union. 
N ew Y o r k, August 20th.—The Commer­ 
cial Advertiser published a list of Chinese 
gambling houses in the city, which has 
badly scaresi the Celestials who run fan-tan 
games. These latter have been holding 
meetings for two weeks past, to devise 
means of outwitting the authorities. At 
a secret meeting of what is called the 
Chinese Gamblers’ Union, at No. 18 
Mott street, over $2,000 was subscribed 
for the detection of the reporter who print 
ed the Commercial's expose. Tom Lee, a 
Deputy Sheriff and pot-house politician, is 
understood to he at the head of tiie gam­ 
bling fraternity, and obtains for them im­ 
munity front the police. He is a natural­ 
ized Chinaman, and acts as interpreter in 
the Police Courts, lie is also interested in 
ali the oniuin dens run by Chinamen

PACIFIC SLOPE. 


Narrow Escape. 
Rome, August 20th.—Last night some 
Italian policemen observed a tuan hiding 
in the balcony of St. Peter's Church, from 
which the Pope is accustomed to bless the 
people. They warned the Papal gendarmes, 
who promptly arrested the man.

prisoner said liis name was Storti. Alt ex­ 
amination showed that he was a maniac.

Petroleum Fire. 
London, August 20th.—A fire broke out 
on Dudgeon’s wharf, on which are stored 
40,000 barrels of petroleum. Five thousand 
have already been destroyed, and it is 
feared the rest cannot be saved. Petroleum 
is firm since the outbreak of the fire.

Resides, th ere is said to be a feeling preva­ 
len t in the South th a t an in tern atio n al con­ 
flict w ould be effective in o b literating th e 
estrangem ents th a t have grow n o u t ol o a r 
late internal strife, an d in reu n itin g all sec­ 
tio n s o f th e U nion; therefore T ex as and 
L ouisiana, if not all th e form er Confeder­ 
acy. w ould look w ith favor upon a w ar 
w ith M exico. 
T he m ore responsible people 
o f th e N o rth —the clear-headed and law- 
ab id in g citizens, w hose substantial q u ali­ 
ties have m ade tho n atio n w hat it is 
are 
too far rem oved from th e scene o f difficulty 
to look fairly upon both sides of th e q u es­ 
tion. an d th e danger is th a t th ey m ay be 
led in to erro r by exaggerated dispatches. 
I t is undoubtedly tru e th a t M exicans 
have tnany tim es furnished occasion for 
“ bad blood1' by th eir raids over tb e frontier 
an d th eir u n fair treatm en t o f A m ericans in 
M exico, but it is also tru e th a t th ere is a n ­ 
o th e r view of th e picture w hich is en tirely 
ignored in the p resent excitem ent. W e are 
certain to h ear o f every “ o u trag e" com ­ 
m itted by M exicans—an d th e accounts 
thereof lu-e n o thing at th e h an d s o f A m er­ 
ican di-q-atchers ; hut th e n u m b erless a tro ­ 
cities com m itted in M exico by renegades 
from tbe oth er side o f the R io G rande are 
seldom chronicled by tho N orthern press, 
re o p le wiio know w h at “ border life ’ is— 
n e a r th e line betw een a n y tw o co u n tries— 
can readily believe th a t the harro w in g p ar­ 
ag rap h s from El Paso and Laredo w hich 
Aire now fanning th e llam e o f War m ay be 


tak en w ith considerable allow ance. 
M ost 
of th em are w ired by sensation-m ongers, 
an xious to earn an hones; p enny by send­ 
ing m atter th a t is bound to be read ; and 
w h ile there is doubtless som e grim tru th 
in m ost o f th e statem ents pertaining to 
th is border row , m an y of th em are lu d i­ 
crously exaggerated, to th e great injustice 
o f M exico and the-scrious d etrim en t o f in ­ 
tern atio n al relations. 
O ccurrences w hich 
ten d to arouse these anim osities are serious­ 
ly to be deplored, for, th ough bittei h atred 
prevails betw een both nationalties along 
th e frontier—grow ing out of acts o f cusseu- 
ness com m itted by irresponsible persons on 
both sides of tbe line— th e b etter clem ent 
of society in the northern States o f M exico, 
as elsew here in tb e republic, entertain 
friendly 
sentim ents tow ard th e U nited 
States. 
R ut th e M exicans h av e m any reasons for 
d isliking o u r people. A respectable A m eri­ 
can often finds occasion to blush for his 
country—or ra th e r for th e conduct of som e 
of h er representatives here. 
P erhaps it is 
th e case w ith all lands, th a t th e m en and 
w om en w ho drift over th e border are gen­ 
erally th e scum o f society—th e failu res.' 
th e cran k s an d disappointed ones, if n o t 
those w hose actual m isdeeds have exiled 
th em 
FOB T H E IR COUNTRY'S GOOD. 
S h ould I u ndertake to tell y ou th e doings 
of som e A m ericans (of 
both sexes) in 
M exico, no rep u tab le editor w ould publish 
th e recital. 
T h e M exicans are by nature 
ex trem ely hospitable, b u t again an d again 
h as th eir hospitality been abused and th eir 
tru st betrayed by foreigners w hom they 
have received into th eir hom es, th a t they 
have com e to regard us all w ith d istru st 
a n d aversion. 
T here is m uch unm itigated 
bosh about “ th e civilizing influence of 
A m ericans in M exico,” by reason o f ou r 
railroads, invested 
capital, and contact 
w ith th e people. 
T h is is the sheerest n o n ­ 
sense, tinctured w ith th e in o rd in ate v an ity 
o f the typical “ A m erican citizen.” 
In the 
first place, all w e w ho w ere bom u pon th is 
hem isphere are native A m ericans, and 
there is 110 reason w hy those occupying 
th a t strip of th e n o rth ern co ntinent called 
the U nited States shall arrogate to th em ­ 
selves exclusive rig h t to th a t distinction. 
In a certain sense railroads are undoubted 
civilizers in opening up w ild regions—as 
th e U nion Pacific d id in one do m ain ; b u t 
th ey can h ard ly be regarded in th a t light 
in M exico, having been b u ilt only through 
th e 
m ost richly-populated sections and 
connecting cities w hich w ere hoary w ith 
an tiq u ity before th e U nited States was 
th o u g h t of. 
T h e popular notion of tb e N orth that 
M exico is a land o f heathen and “Greasers” 
is th e w ildest o f errors. 
T rue, th e poor 
an d ig norant are vastly in th e m ajority as 
to num bers, b u t they are vigorously ruled 
by tb e controlling up p er class, w hich has 
few superiors 011 th e face of th e earth for 
culture, refinem ent, good breeding, and 
th a t proper pride w hich can trace its a n ­ 
cestry back through centuries o f w ealth 
and pow er. 
A s a rule, 


T H E “ C IV IL IZ IN G IN FL U E N C E 11 
O f tb e average railroader has n o t yet been 
m ad e apparent. 
T h e h ig h er officials are 
in v ariably gentlem en w hose deportm ent, 
h ere as elsew here, is a credit to th e country 
th a t claim s them ; b u t there is also a m u l­ 
titu de of low er em ployes, som e o f w hom 
are a disgrace to an y nationality. 
T hey 
arc perpetually boasting of th eir superiority 
an d th eir rig h ts as A m erican citizens, ru n ­ 
n in g full tilt against all th e custom s and 
prejudices of th e country w hich has the 
m isfortune to tolerate th eir presence. 
A 
M exican seldom gets dow nright d ru n k , or 
sw ears noisily, or engages in street braw ls. 
H e has his vices, b u t they p artak e o f his 
ow n gentle and quiet nature. 
O ne low- 
class A nglo-Saxon o u t “ on a tear," w ith 
h is propensity for sm ashing w indow s, etc., 
will raise m ore rack et and com m it m ore 
deviltry in one n ig h t th an a city full o f n a ­ 
tives can accom plish in a year. 


LAWS OF SOCIAL MATTERS. 
V.’hile it is tru e th a t am ong th e low est 
classes in M exico th e m arriage cerem ony 
is com paratively u nknow n, an d th e sexes 
h erd together like cattle, it is also a fact 
th a t no pecple in th e w orld are m ore 
severely m oral than M exicans of th e higher 
grades. 
T h eir law s o f social 
propriety 
arc as im m u tab le as those o f th e Modes 
and F eraiaus, and strict v irtu e is th e rule 
am ong th em . 
I could tell you lam entable 
cases w herein an A m erican has w orm ed 
h im self into th e confidence o f som e M exi­ 
can fam ily, thro u g h his letters of introduc­ 
tion or business interests here, and then, 
disregarding th e tim e-honored custom s of 
th e couptry and insisting upon th e m ore 
free a n d easy w ays o f th e U nited States 
(w hich m ay do w ell enough am ong the 
cold-blooded people o f th e n o rth , b u t never 
in th e tropics), h as ruined th e fairest ot th e 
flock and brought dishonor upon th e house 
w hich sheltered him . 
E ven th e stage- 
ro b beriesand “M exican raids,” about w hich 
we hear so m uch, have m any of them been 
proven to have been com m itted by rene­ 
gade A m ericans, escaped convicts from 
U nited States prisons, and o th er outlaw s, 
w ho probably belong on tb e northern side 
o f th e Rio G rande, b u t find it convenient to 
m asquerade as “ G reasers” for th eir own 
cvii purposes. 
T he Staff’ of T exas alone 
h as sent m ore roughs in to this country 
th an w ere ever raised on M exican soil, 111 
view of w hich fact the present heated con­ 
dition of its people, th eir exaggerated re­ 
ports, and m ass m eetings in favor o f war, 
are especially aggravating to M exico.

Som e In te re stin g S tatistics. 
T w enty-five years ago we w ere 30.000,000 
of people, now we are n early 60,000,000. 
T hen we h ad t i l cities and tow ns o f over 
8.000 inhabitants, now we have 286 of such 
tow ns and cities. 
T hen th e total popula­ 
tion of ou r cities was 5,000,000, now it is 
ab o ut 12,000,000. 
* 
O ur coal m ines then produced 14.000,000 
tons, now 85,000,000 tons, or six tim es as 
m uch. 
T he iron product am ounted to 
900.000 tons of ore ; to-day it foots up over 
8.000.000 tons a year, alm ost a nine-fold in ­ 
crease. 
In 1860 ou r m etal industries em ployed 
about 53,000 hands, consum ed $100,000,000 
w orth of m aterial and tu rn ed o u t about 
•jl so.000,000 in an n u al products. 
T o-day 
these industries em ploy 300,000 hands, con­ 
sum e $380,000,000 of m aterial, and th eir 
annua! product am ounts to $660,000,000. 
In 1800 th e wood industries em ployed 
130 000 persons; to-day they em ploy 340,000, 
w hile the value o f th e ir annual" product 
has trebled. 
T he woolen industries em ­ 
ployed 6,000 persona th en , am i now em ploy 
160.000, w hile ou r hom e m ills, w hich pro­ 
duced goods of th e value of $80,000,000 in 
1860, now tu rn o u t an an n u al product 
w orth $270,000,000. 
F in ally , there is cotton. 
In 1860 we im ­ 
ported 220,000,000 yards of cotton goods ; 
in 1881 we only im ported 70,000 yards. 
J 11 
th e m eantim e th e n u m b er of han d s em ­ 
ployed in A m erican cotton m ills has in ­ 
creased to 200,000, and we export over 150,­ 
000,000 yards 
o f cotton 
goods a year, 
instead o f im porting 227,00*1,000 yards as 
we used to do. 
W e have nearly five tim es as m any m iles 
of railw ays, and double th e n u m b er of 
farm s, yielding m ore th an double 
th e 
n u m b er of bushels o f cereals. 
In th e 
production of sheep we had 22,000,000 of 
th em in 1800, to-day we have over 40.000,- 
of them ; and w hereas w e then produced 
in this country 60,000,000 pounds o f wool, 
now we produce 240,000,000 pounds. 
F in ally , th e to tal of ou r exports has 
doubled. 
In J 860 it stood at $400,000,000, 
a n d now it stands at about $900,000,000.

AGRICULTURE. 


A S u c c e s s f u l C o d lin S lo th 
T r a p — 
D is e a s e s o f S w in e —G r a d i n g 
P r u n e s —I’r o l it a b l e C ro p s. 


T here is perhaps no insect th a t has 
effected greater destruction to fruit than 
the codlin m oth to classes of fruit w hich it 
operates upon. 
In m an y localities, as is 
w ell know n, h ard ly cn apple can be found 
w hich does not show its w ork, or in other 
w ords is n e t w orm y. 
M uch has been 
w ritten upon th e subject as to rem edies, 
and m any orchardists have succeeded in 
larg ely 'ex term in atin g th e pest from th eir 
prem ises, b u t all w ill agree th a t the codlin 
m oth is a very difficult pest to dispose of. 
T h e codlin m o th trap invented by (1. W . 
T hisseli, <7f W in ter's, w hich h as heretofore 
been m entioned in these colum ns, seem s to 
be m eeting w ith m u ch favor, and m ay be 
tbe m u ch needed in stru m e n t o f d estruc­ 
tion for this pest. 
T h e W in ter's F xpress of 
th e 13th inst. says: 
" A t th e invitation of G. W . T hisseli, we 
w ent o u t to his place last T uesday m orning 
to look a t his codlin m oth trap and to see 
it in operation on th e trees. 
W e gave it u 
close inspection, and herew ith give th e 
facta in relation to th e trap as we saw it. 
T he trap is m ade from com m on w ire screen 
cloth, cut in strips eight inches in w idth 
an d in lengths varying w ith the ditt'erent 
sizes of the com pleted trap. 
A bout two- 
thirds o f tho distance from top to bottom of 
the w ire cloth is riveted a b and o f tin two 
inches wide, perforated w ith holes a little 
larger th an th e m eshes of the w ire screen. 
T his is done in order th at if the larva, or 
w orm , is too large to go through or passes 
over th e screen, h e w ill get through th e 
holes in th e tin . 
Before puttin g th e trap 
011 th e trpe th e tru n k is thorough cleaned 
and a strip o f burlap is tied securely around 
it. 
T hen tb e trap is p u t on, th e edges 
tacked to th e tru n k and th e trap is ready 
lor business. 
W hen th e apple th a t has 
been stu n g by 
th e m o th drops 
from 
th e 
tree, 
th e 
w orm 
leaves 
it 
and 
m akes its w ay 
to th e 
tru n k and 
as­ 
cends 
u n til 
it 
strikes th e trap, w hich 
it craw ls into th ro u g h th e m eshes 
of 
th e screen or th e holes in th e tin, secretes 
itself u n d er th e burlap and proceeds to 
spin its w eb for th e cocoon in w hich tho 
p u p a develops 
into 
th e m oth. 
W hen 
th e m o th is hatched th ere is no possible 
escape for it, as it is too large to go cut 
w here th e w orm w ent in, an d it conse­ 
q u en tly dies. 
W e saw n u m bers o f th e 
m oths in M r. T hissell’s traps, m ost o f them 
dead, b u t enough o f th em alive to d em o n ­ 
strate th e fu tility of th eir endeavors to 
escape. 
W hen it is know n th a t a fem ale 
1110th w ill sting from 150 to 200 apples be­ 
fore she dies, it can readily be seen w h at a 
saving to th e fruit th is trap m u st be. 
W e 
never saw finer looking o r cleaner apples 
th an h an g 011 M r. T hissell’s trees a n y ­ 
w here. and th e trees them selves are h ealth y 
and vigorous looking. 
M r. Coates, of 
Napa, and Prof. Klee, S tate Inspector of 
F ru it Bests, both have seen th e w orkings 
of this trap, and both are of opinion th a t it 
is just th e th in g th a t is needed to m ak e a p ­ 
ple-grow ing a success. 
M r. Coates has a 
n u m b er of tbe traps in nse in his orchard 
and intends p u ttin g m ore in this fall. 
T hey are cheap, sim ple and effective, w hich 
is all th a t is needed.” 


DISEASE AMONG SW IN E . 
T hose w ho raise sw ine are very w ell 
aw are of th eir liability to disease, but ail 
w ill n o t agree th a t proper, ratio n al treat­ 
m ent can prevent it. 
W hile no pretension 
to veterinary skill is m ade, and it is recom ­ 
m ended that th e application or adm inister­ 
ing o f m edicines to sw ine should be m ade 
w ith th e greatest caution, nevertheless a 
review of a few o f th e diseases of m ore 
frequent occurrence is in place, as well as a 
suggestion of th e rem edies w hich experi­ 
ence has show n to be sim ple and efficacious. 
M any o f th e diseases o f sw ine arc con­ 
tagious, and w hen a pig is found to be sick 
it should be rem oved to a p en by itself and 
there receive treatm ent. 
It is w ell to con­ 
sider a case of sickness os a sure indication 
th a t som ething is w rong in th e general 
m anagem ent. 
In sw ine, as in m an, m any fatal diseases 
are preceded by a cough or difficulty in 
b reathing, w hich m ay n o t n eeessarilyim - 
ply a cold. 
T h is happens frequently, and 
m ay prove to be a sim ple disorder th a t w ill 
rem edy itself w ithout serious consequences, 
or it m ay prove to be a p rim a ry and p re­ 
ceding sym ptom of som e disease difficult 
to com bat. 
W hether accom panied or not 
by oilier sym ptom s, let th e rem oval o f 
this difficulty in b re a th in g or coughing be 
y o u r first considsration and you w ill tiiul 
that you do n o t unfrequenlly prevent the 
developm ent o f som e perhaps fatal dis­ 
ease. 
If the patient h as been confined inja 
dam p, u n h ealth y pen o r yard, rem oval to 
m ore w holesom e quarters m ay effect a 
ready cure. 
11 the food has been less care­ 
fully prepared, a little atten tio n in this 
m atter 
m ay also 
rem edy tho trouble, 
(¡ranting, how ever, th a t th e conditions 
have all been favorable, and y o u find an 
apparently h ealth y and th rifty pig suffer­ 
ing in th e m an n er described, ad m in ister a 
pow der consisting of tw o drains each of 
E psom salts am i su lp h u r. 
G ive it in a 
p in t oi'fresh m ilk aud follow the dose w ith 
a m eal o r tw o o f soaked oats, w hich w ill 
alleviate th e cough as well as establish a 
m ore perfect w orking o f th e digestive 
organs. 
Y oung pigs are n o t u nfrequenlly troubled 
w ith thu m p s, m ore properly designated as 
inflam m ation of th e lungs. 
Jt is usually 
caused by overfeeding, filling th e stom ach 
so full as to interfere w ith th e w orkings of 
tlie organs, an d tiie sym ptons are : S hiver­ 
ing, labored breathing and an effort to bury 
itself in th e h a y o r straw bedding. 
If 
these sym ptom s show them selves, th e first 
attention should be to give tb e patient 
clean, dry and com fortable quarters, and 
then ad m in ister once in three or four hours 
a dose of tar, about us m u ch as a w alnut, 
m elted and m ixed in a p in t o f fresh m ilk, 
after w hich give tw o drachm s of saltpetre 
in a sm all m ess o f gruel lor tw o or three 
m ornings. 
W orm s are a frequent cause of trouble in 
a herd of sw ine, aud are u sually caused by 
the anim als eating slaughter-house refuse, 
rats, m ice, an d eth er dead anim als, as well 
as rotten fruits, and vegetables, found on 
th e farm , Such refuse as this sw ine should 
never be allow ed to eat. 
T hey are m ore or 
less infected w ith trichina;, and its danger­ 
ous n atu re is an argum ent in favor of feed­ 
ing pure, w holesom e foods. 
W orm s u su ­ 
ally locate in th e kidneys or intestines and 
cause partial paralysis and difficult use of 
hind lim bs, accom panied w ith an in clin a­ 
tion to lie dow n. 
A m ix tu re of soap-suds 
o r turpentine, w ith w ood ashes, ad m in is­ 
tered in th eir food, is a good rem edy for 
this evil. 
F or diarhrea, w hich m ore fre­ 
quently affects young sucklings and is 
caused by giving im proper food to tb e sow 
or by irregular feeding, 
Jo seph H arris 
recom m ends th a t tw o or three drops of 
lau d an u m be given at nig h t, m ixed in a 
little fresh cream . 
As a ru le, n o rem edy 
w ill be needed. 
Look to th e cause and 
rem edy th a t.— Practical Farmer.

T he St. H elen a Star, of recent date, s a y s ; 
W . 15. B ourn h as leased a portion o f th e 
K rug cellar, and w ill m anufacture w ine on 
th e prem ises th e com ing season. 
M rs. 
C harles K rug took possession 011 A ugust 
1st, and w ill m ake considerable wine, hav­ 
ing secured tankage for 100.000 gallons. 
From $20 to $22 per ton for Z infandel and 
for Cbasselos, R ieslings am i S auvignonvert 
$25 per ton are considered fair prices. 
B erger n o t below $20. an d liuc-r varieties, 
such as C arrignon, Cabernet, Sauvtgnon, 
Maibeo, etc., betw een $25 and $40 per ton. 
M issions w ill com m and th e low est price of 
any grape, and M alvoise, although counted 
as an inferior grape, w ill, by proper m a n ­ 
agem ent am i introduction, bring a high 
price as table 
fruit. 
T h e ow ners of 
M alvoise vines w ill 
find 
th is to th eir 
advantage, 
as n o finer fable grape 
is 
raised, and th e tonnage price is usually 
m uch larger for table th a n w ine grapes. 
No dam age from heat at K ru g 's ; a few 
vines show th e presence o f black m easles. 
In this vineyard can be seen R ieslings th a t 
w ill produce from ten to tw elve tons per 
acre. 
In place of th e ordinary stake for 
these vines tw o wires have been stretched 
horizontally from post to post an d th e vines 
allow ed to ru n along th e w ires, having only 
a space o f seven fee: one w ay betw een the 
vines, and form ing a solid w all of foliage 
and frnit along tiie w ire. 
As a result the 
grape is protected from th e su n 's rays, and 
th e yield is m arvelous, the bunches are 
iRrge, au d in m an y eases, on th e horizontal 
lim bs, extend the en tire length o f wood, 
form ing a solid and continuous chain of 
grapes. 
No person w ithout ocular proof 
can realize th e trem endous advantages of 
th is system , au d only a visit to K rug's can 
in an y way convince one th a t such a yield 
as ten or tw elve tons is possible. 


A GOOD ORCHARD— A NEW FR U IT D R IER. 
C harley I’.om m el, w ho lives a sh o rt d is­ 


tance cast of Geyserville, is th e possessor of 
tw enty acres of orchard land w hich is ss 
fine as can be found in the county. 
H e 
has it all planted in fruit trees. T hey range 
from tw o to seven years old. 
H is peach 
trees th :s year h iv e n i t borne w ell as tl e 
late frost in M arch k illed m ost all tlio 
buds. 
H e h ad , how ever, about four tons of 
th e Jo n es seedling variety, w hich he sold at 
S5'J a ton to th e P etalum a C annery. A gcrd 
n u m b er of these peaches w ere picked ai d 
found to actually m easure eleven in c h tt. 
M r. R em m el has 100 tons of th e yellow egg 
p lu m w hich h e lias sold to th e Cannes? 
lor $30 a ton. H e has ten tons of the French 
petit prune, w hich he w ill dry. 
F'or this 
purpose he has constructed a d rier w hich 
is a m odel of perfection. 
It is a huiitling 
ol 16 by 24 feet, constructed of w o td . T here 
is erected w ithin th e building, a t the <-fct 
end, a four-cornered brick wall about 6 ttf\ 
square and 5 feet high. 
W ith in tb isg s 
placed a stove w ith circles o f pipe ro u n d ­ 
in g u p even w ith th e tot» of th e m asonry 
w ork. 
Ou top o f th e brick foundation i s 
b u ilt tiie receptacle for placing th e f r i t 
over th e heated pipes u ndeneath. 
T his 
p art ¡S constructed of wood, an d w ill bol l 
forty-eight truos 31 by 21 feet. 
T here is 
space on th e sides w hich aliow s o f all 
steam o r sm oke to escape 
thro u g h a 
pipe in th e center. 
T h e d rier looks like

T hose are the only hom es em ­ 
ployed. T h e m en engaged are th e en­ 
gineer, firem an, steersm an, h ead er tender, 
sack sew er, w ater h au ler and sack hauler. 
W ith these seven m en fifty acres can be 
headed an d thrashed in a d ay aud the 
grain piled in sacks as fast as it com es from 
the harvester. 
T h u s th e w heat standing 
in a field of fiity acres in th e m orning 
could be left piled in sacks in th e evening. 
M r. B erry’s actual cash outlay for running 
th e harv ester in his o w a field, n o t taking 
in to account allow ance for w ear and tearof 
m ach in ery and interest on value of sane, 
am ounts to ab o u t forty cents p er acre; and 
h e can m ake a profit on harv estin g for 
o thers at one d ollar per acre, w hereas the 
low est rates charged by o th er com biaed 
harvesters is tw o dollars. 


PR O FITA B LE W HEAT-GROW IN G. 
W e have frequently heard th is question 
asked in regard to raising w heat upon the 
p lain s o f th e S an Jo aq u in valley, 
i t lias 
been answ ered as m any tim es, b u t net al­ 
ways in a th o ro u g h ly reliable' m aim er, 
l ’rófcssor H am ilto n W allace is th e ovner 
of a tw enty-acrc lot in th e W est B ark tract, 
about live m iles southw est o f th is city. 
Last slu ing he decided to h av e the place 
seeded to w heat, it being too late to »et it 
to fru it. 
H e h ired every bit o f t lie labor 
done, plow ing, seeding, heading, thrashing 
and h au lin g to w arehouse, a n d as a result 
lie received $291 43 net from his crop upon 
th e tw enty acres. 
As 110 special pains 
w ere tak en to secure ex trao rd in ary results, 
this m ay be taken as an average yield dur­ 
ing a fair season, w ith prices of labor high 
and grain extrem ely low .— Fresno llepubli- 
cun. 
A PR U N E GRADER. 
O fa feature in th e recent horticultural 
show in th a t city, th e Sail Jose Mercury 
says : T h e prunes displayed by S. F. J.eib 
w ere acknow ledged by connoisseurs to he 
the fiuest in th e h all. 
Mr. Leib has in ­ 
vented a m achine w hich w ill he o f invalu­ 
able assistance to fruit-grow ers. 
H ereto­ 
fore there has been great trouble in assort­ 
in g prunes, and b u t three grades could be 
determ ined by th e naked eye. 
B ut by the 
use o f Mr. l.eib’s m achine n o less than 
tw enty grades can be show n. 
To prove 
th e accuracy of his 
invention, let the 
tw enty single-graded specim ens be placed 
in th e form of a circle, th e poorest begin­ 
nin g and th e best com pleting it, and the 
difference betw een th e tw o extrem es can 
be told at a glance.

probability a t least 10 o f them yield 6.000 
pounds, an d perhaps the other ten only 
4,000 pounds each. 
In such a case it is 
easy to see, says th e National Stockman, th a t 
th e best te n cows pay ;t liberal profit, but 
half o f this is lost in m ak in g u p th e defi­ 
ciency o f th e other ten. 
It is good practice 
to weigh th e m ilk of each cow once a week 
for the season, and then weed out those th at 
do n o t com e up to a profitable yield.

HOW TO SK ELETO N IZE LEAVES. 
I t is ra th e r late, perhaps, to begin skel­ 
etonizing leaves, b u t th e process is n o t a 
long o r very difficult one; and as I like to 
see them in bouquets w ith ferns anti dried 
grasses. I have been preparing a few. N one 
hut perfect leaves should be chosen. 
T he 
m aples, 
ivies, 
poplars, 
m agnolias 
nnd 
birches are suitable. 
P u t them into a jar, 
fill it w ith w ater and set aw ay, after placing 
a w eight on th e leaves to keep them kow n. 
L et thc-m stand a fortnight or m ore, o r u n ­ 
til they have decayed. 
T h en take them 
leaf by leaf, p u t on u cardboard, and w ith ti 
soft brush rem ove th e cuticle or sk in 0 ! the 
leaf. 
W ash out the pu lp very gently, as 
the veining w ill have becom e very tender, 
and easily broken. 
W hen they are clean, 
th a t is free from all cuticle and green m a t­ 
ter, they are ready for bleaching. 
T h is is 
d one by m aking a solution o f chloride of 
lim e, using only th e d e a r part. 
S lip tiie 
skeletons off th e cards (a lew at th e tim e, 
so they w ill not get entangled in each 
other) in to a saucer o f th e chloride solu­ 
tio n and let them stand tw o o r three ho u rs— 
som e m ay req u ire a longer tim e. 
T hen 
w ash or rinse them in several w aters, and 
afterw ards float them on the cardboards 
again to dry, keeping th em as sm ooth and 
flat as possible. 
It requires patience to 
prepare these leaves, hut w hen th ey are 
properly done th ey w ill well repay all th e 
tim e and labor one has spent 011 th em .—- 
Mrs, Lovell in Prairie Farmer. 


IIOW TO RENOVATE LACE. 
T o renovate fine lace cither w ind it 
aro u n d bottles or sew it on m uslin and boil 
it in suds m ade o f soft w ater and w hite 
castile soap, rin sin g w ell in soft w ater 
wlieu rem oved from th e suds. 
If a suspi­ 
cion o f stiffening ¡3 desired, dip in a th in 
solution m ade of gum arabic and w ater ; 
press o u t betw een fine flannel. B y em ploy­ 
ing this process it w ill be found th a t th e 
finest varieties of lace in use will look bet­ 
ter th a n they do w hen th ey com e from any 
hands b u t those of the m ost skillful clean­ 
ers. 
Lace m ending car. only be done by 
those w ho know how to pin it on lace 
cushions and pick up the broken stitches 
so th a t th e sharpest eyes cannot discover 
w here the ren t existed. E legant silks, th a t 
w ith th e proper treatm ent could be m ade to 
look alm ost as w ell as new , often received 
th e 
last touches 
o f 
th eir destruction 
w hen sent to tiie cleaner o r dyer. 
T iie best 
w ay to clean silk or satin gow ns is to sepa­ 
rate tb e bread th s; but it this seem s too 
m uch trouble, rip o u t th e sleeves a n d take 
th e sk irt and draperies o u t of th eir bands 
o r fastenings. 
T ake tw o earthenw are jars 
an d p u t h alf a gallon of gasoline in each. 
Y ou m u st be sure th a t they stand a long 
way from th e fire, an d never m eddle w ith 
this com bustible m aterial after tbe sun has 
set. 
Soak each p art o f th e silk in one ja r 
an d lay it piece by piece ou th e clcaning- 
board w rong side up. 
Clean first one side 
and then tbe o th er 11s fast as possible w ith 
a scouring brush. 
P u t it again into tbe 
sam e jar. 
Let the gasoline ru n oft before 
rinsing in th e o th er ja r. 
L ay the silk 
sm o o th lj on a clean sheet and ru b till dry 
w ith fine cotton cloth. 
H an g it up in a 
h o t room for teu or tw elve hours to re­ 
m ove th e odor of the gasoline.— Chicago 
News.

Som e Seasonable H ints for P reserving 
F ru its now K ipp. 
N one b u t the best flavored and m ost per­ 
fect fruits should he used for m aking pre­ 
serves. 
I t is n o t advisable to m ake too 
large a q u an tity a t one tim e, as it is diffi­ 
cult to prevent b u rn in g o r boiling over if 
th e k ettle is too full. 
H aste is o f great im ­ 
portance in preserving, as the n atu ral flavor 
is th u s m ore readily saved, w hile delay 
should he avoided in preparing. 
Preserves 
should boil slow ly after they once begin to 
cook. 
Peaches, pears, quinces and apples 
sh o u ld be peeled and turned in to cold w a­ 
ter to prevent them tu rn in g dark, and th en 
cooked ¡11 w ater un til tender, before adding 
th e sugar. 
U nless fru it is acid, three-q u ar­ 
ters o f a p ound o f sugar to a pound o f fruit 
is sufficient, b u t th e preserves m ade th u s 
m u st be sealed. 
A lw ays use a porcelain 
kettle. 
L oaf sugar is th e best for preserves 
and jollies, though granulated m ay be used. 
F o r m ak in g jelly it is of great im portance 
th a t th e fru it should be quite ripe, and if it 
is not at th e proper stage, all efforts to 
m ake good jelly wil be vain. 
I f jelly does 
n o t “form ” w ith in th e first tw enty-four 
hours: it is useless to cook over. 
It m ay im ­ 
prove by being set in th e sun a day or two. 
T h e best loaf sugar should be used, and 
th e ju ice should he boiled before adding 
th e sugar, as it retains both color and flavor 
better. TI10 follow ing recipes w ill be fonnd 
re lia b le : 
W ater or M usbm eion P reserves.—C ut 
th e rin d in fancy shapes, p u t in . strong 
brine, cover w ith grape leaves and set 
aw ay. W h en ready to preserve soak in 
fresh w ater; dissolve four tablespoon fuls of 
alum to every gallon of w ater ; p u t in th e 
rin d ; sim m er till green, then w ork o u t the 
aUuu b y p u ttin g th e rin d in cold w ater ; 
p o u r boiling w ater 011 h alf a pound of g in ­ 
ger, and let it s ta n d ; boil and add three 
ounces o f m ace and sugar to m ak e sy ru p ;

T his w as a falling off ot $381,­ 
134 in value, and of $60,368 48 in du ty as 
com pared w ith th e figures of the preceding 
year. 
T h e im portation of M editerranean 
fruit du rin g 1885 wa? 827.771 boxes and 
cases o f oranges, and 973,1S8 boxes of lem ­ 
ons. 
A s com pared w ith tb e previous year 
th e resu lt w as a decrease of 125,046 boxes 
and cases of oranges, and a decrease of 
353,617 cases of lem ons. 
T he total n u m ­ 
ber o f oranges im ported w as 176.509,200, o f 
w hich 26,476.380 w ere found detective on 
arrival, an average loss o f 15 per cent. T h e 
total n u m b er of lem ons w as 201,956,700, of 
w hich 7,298,91'' w ere spoiled, an average of 
3i per cent. 
T he n u m b er of oranges im ­ 
ported from different parts of th e W est In ­

hon o rary 
nam es, says M r. W illiam s, a te lew in n u m ­ 
b er in C alifornia, consisting, so far as 
k n ow n, o f o n ly th ree. 
M endocino is the 
first in chronological order. 
Cape M endo­ 
cino w as discovered b y J u a n R odriguez 
C abrillo d u rin g th e m o n th o f D ecem ber, 
in th e y ear 1542—340 years ago. 
C abrillo 
w as th e first S p an ish navigator o n this 
coast, an d lie nam ed th e cape lie discov­ 
ered M endocino, in h onor o f th e th en 
V iceroy of N ew S p ain , afterv.ar-is called 
M exico. 
A uotlierV iceroy w as favored by Sebastian 
V iscaino, also one o f th e early voyagers, 
w ho an ch o red in th e bay at th e opposite 
shore of S an ta C'tuz 011 the 16th day of De­ 
cem ber, 1602, tw o h u n d red and 1 tghty-four 
years ago, an d nam ed the place M onterey, 
to h o n o r th e V iceroy u n d er wi. -se orders 
an d patro n ag e V iscaino m ade his voyage. 
M r. W illiam s s a y s : " T h e w riter, d uring 
h is early days in C alifornia, w hen residing 
at M onterey, endeavored by in q u iry of 
those w hom lit; supposed ought to know , to 
ascertain th e origin o f th e nam e M onterey, 
an d h e w as inform ed by sev. ral old resi­ 
dents th a t it w as a co n :pound word, being 
monte (m o u n tain ) and n g (king), o r king 
m o u n tain . T h is ex p lan atio n w as n o t satis­ 
factory. how ever, an d goes to show how 
little w as k n o w n o f tlio early histo ry of 
C alifornia by foreigners long resident in 
th e co u n try .” 
T h e w ord M onterey is derived from the 
w ords monte (forest) an d reg (king). 
No 
doubt th e original w a', manic del reg, forest 
of the king, th e forests th a t lie back of the 
site o f th e tow n being referred to. 
T h e n am e of B raneifortc in S an ta Cruz 
county is th u s traced by M r. W illiam s: 
“ In tlie y ear 1795 S p ain had com m enced 
tlie founding of a c ilony adjacent to S anta 
Cruz, ju s t beyond th e o th er end o f the 
bridge th a t spans th e San Lorenzo, an d th e 
n am e of th e new fo u n d in g w as a m atter of 
som e im p o rt. So th e Com m issioners ap ­ 
pointed to select th e pluce fo ra new colony, 
after h av in g d one so, concluded to call it 
B ranciforte; b u t first obtained perm ission 
from th e V iceroy of S pain to honor h im in 
th a t w ay. 
T h e original docum ent p ertain ­ 
in g to th e m atter, an d th e rep ly o f the M ar­ 
qu is B ranciforte, V iceroy of M exico (n o t of 
new S pain as form erly), dated Ja n u a ry 25, 
1797, conceding th e use of h is n am e, m ay 
yet be found am ong th e S panish archives 
in San F rancisco.” 
S criptural nam es are com m on, h av in g in 
m ost instances, no doubt, been given by the 
m issionaries.

SAINTS MARIE. 


Some years ago circumstances led me fo 
the Fro:, .’1 capital. 
1 had no intention cf 
living there, but, lingering on. I gradually 
formed ties and made it my home—if in­ 
deed that can be cathd a home which was 
only an apartment, inhabited by a soliiary 
woman ; but such as it was 1 grew fond of 
it. The quarter of Paris 1 lived in was 
pretty and quiet, without being dull, and 
had a local character peculiar to itself. It 
was much inhabited by rich tradespeople 
who lived in pretty villas. Everywhere 
there were gardens, and when I opened my 
window in the summer evenings the air I 
breathed was balmy with the scent of ¡low­ 
ers and the blossoms of trees and shrubs. 
There were even fields and fruit trees to 
walk among, sr.d dewy grass, and, in the 
hush of the lovely evenings, one might 
bear the soft, rich voice of the nightingale 
mingle with the strange, silvery note of the 
equally invisible bull frog. 
The church, replaced now, in deference 
to the larger requirements of the parish, 
by a huge Romanesque edifice, was in my 
time a small, antique structure, standing 
in a kind of small “ Place,'’ in the center 
of which stood a monument to the honor 
of “ Christ our Saviour and his servant, the 
worthy —— 
The church was crooked, 
being sunk at the foundations, and had an 
odd, lop-sided look, the effect of having 
bul one aisle; tbp other, legend said, hav­ 
ing been swept away by the onslaught of 
an' English army many hundred years 
dnec. Within, the little church was a 
still, calm place, except for the rustle and 
hurtle of overzealous. devout ladles, whom 
f generally managed to avoid. There was, 
however, one lady with whom, without 
any choice of mine, I there became inevit­ 
ably acquainted, while executing in com­ 
mon w:th her a certain small parochial 
charge laid upon us by the good Cure. She 
was a fidgety, little, elderly Italian widow, 
with straggling locks, and many old-fash­ 
ioned furbelows in 1 flounces and compli­ 
ments. As to intelligence site seemed, so 
far as regarded this world, to have few ideas 
beyond the Italian cuisine, whose receipts 
she was always giving me; but her other- 
world horizon had, I soon discovered, the 
wide range which so frequently goes with 
simple faith. People are. I have often 
found, interesting in the degree in which 
one is interested iu them, and so it fell out 
that before long this Madame Brute and I, 
in spite ef many differences of tempera­ 
ment and character, became fast friends.

:n her comfortless but sunny room, which 
looked out toward the Seine, over the 
pleasure grounds, and in which every chair 
and table, and the bed as well, were always 
littered up with things strewn about—lace 
shawls, crooked bonnets, chocolate, prayer 
books, bright-colored religious pictures, 
ar.d perhaps a sauce-pan, all in-confusion 
together, and she perpetually complaining 
of want of time. “Ah,” she would say, 
“ one has always so much to do when one 
lives alone; a fttteli here and another 
there, and then one is old and falls asleep.” 
H r favorite topic of conversation was a 
certain Madante de Bellentaison, of whose 
charms and virtues and misfortunes she 
was never tired of talking. Her windows 
were just opposite tlmae of Madame Brute, 
and while the talked about her I became 
interested in watching the little white hand, 
on which a diamond ring sparkled, which 
was often. i be seen at Madame de Bel le­ 
ma!-in's window. It was a very pretty, 
plump band, and held a fan which sbel- 
’ercd the face front the light. The rest of 
the figure, which one could tell from the 
attitude of the hand, was always recum­ 
bent, being hidden from view by ltie win­ 
dow-.-ill. I learned that Madame de Btlle- 
wa 
a was paralyzed and was fond of 
visitors. 
"Absolutely, mademoiselle, you must 
i-otue some day with me iind see her. She 
was once a great beauty, and still as clever 
as sht- ¡a good and spiritnelle. She knew 
every one w hen she was voung, and tells 
(lie most charming anecdotes of a great 
world now become historical.” 
And so, without much reluctance on iny 
pai it cante about that I was one day in- 
trod iced to the lady who owned the white 
hand. A prim bonne showed us in, and 
ray friend herself announced me with so­ 
norous Italian pronunciation of 
every 
vowc a s‘'Mademoiselle Moore—a charm­ 
ing—” Here fortunately for ray blushes, 
our hostess with a benign smile and bow, 
and a pretty gesture ot the hand, like a 
previous little Empress, made further in­ 
ti 'Auction supcrlluous. 
Any friend of Madame Brate is wel­ 
come here,” she said, “and Mademoiselle 
is very kind to come and see an old wo 
man.” 
Her face was furrowed, but the features 
and complexion were still exquisitely deli­ 
cate. and with her snowy, fluffy hair she 
wax the very picture of ail old French lady. 
The maid had evidently been just read­ 
ing the Kcaro to her, and the little lady 
still kept her hand on it as if it were not 
done with; and, in fact, as we presently 
learned, her mind was occupied still l>y 
what had been read to her. 
At first, as a stranger, and in a fit of awk­ 
ward English shyness, 1 hardly spoke, 
though in iny way I was enjoying my visit. 
My hostess' appearance charmed me, aud 
then I discovered two portraits of her which 
were interesting to compare with the orig­ 
inal. Both had been taken iu youth, and 
were in old-fashioned dress, in one she 
wore a broad Gainsborough hat with a long 
plume, the waist of the short-sleeved white 
gown almost under the armpits, the plump 
shoulders uncovered, mitts covering the 
hands and arms halt way up to the elbow. 
In the ether picture she wore a creamy 
gauze dress trimmed with soft yellow lace 
ar.d red bows : her hair was powdered and 
puffed high over cushions, with a crimson 
rose at one side, and another rose was fast­ 
ened in front of the dress. 
Besides the portraits there was beautiful 
old furniture in the room, some orna­ 
mented with the brazen lyres and little 
figures of the empire, some evidently much 
older; ¡t was chiefly French, with the nota- 
b.e exception of a lovely ebony cabinet 
ornamented with tortoise shell and lapis 
lazuli, which, when afterward she told me 
the Inst ry cf all her pretty things. I knew 
hail been a ;>art of the furniture of her own 
boudoir. 
I was listening, too, delightedly all the 
tune to the dear little lady's talk. And 
? .! a pleasure it was to listen ! It was so 
hnishcd, so racy, so epigrammatic, so per- 
tect in every respect, that had it been taken 
uown verbatim not one word would have 
l ° n J 
misplaced. She seemed to 
have known every one I had ever heard of, 
and when presently, that 1 might not feel 


myself unnoticed, she pointedly addressed 
me, and I rtsponded with a question which 
elicited Rome stories of political personages, 
historical only to me, whom she had 
known, how delightiul the stories were. 
The wurd3 so simple and graphic, unkind 
never, but seasoned with just that little 
point de malice which gives tlavor. Of ev­ 
ery one she had something good to say. 
“ But it was a honre ame,” was her favorite 
verdict. And once when she repeated the 
i words, and I with a smile replied," I think, 
! múdame, that you must ltave a very bonne 
ame to see so much good in all,” she said, 
rustling the Figaro a little, “ I do not think, 
mademoiselle, that there are many ‘ bad 
souls.' I at least have found good iii even 
the least good. Tenez, when you came in 
my maid was reading the Figaro to me (we 
read it every day from beginning to end), 
and something in it stirred up old memo­ 
ries, and reminded me of a story of my 
young days which is a case to the point. 
Even a murderer is not wholly bad. If 
you have time I would tell you 'the story. 
The remembrance weighs upon me to-day, 
and it might be a relief to speak of it.-’ 
We eagerly pressed her to do so, and she 
began ; 
“ You must have beard of him, I think ; 
it was a celebrated atfair. I lived then in 
the Kuo de Lille” [here she waved her 
hand toward the center of the big city] “ in 
the house which still goes by our name. I 
was young at tbe time of my story, and 
nty husband was away with his regiment, 
and the children and I had, besides the 
women, only one man to wait on us. This 
man, Jean, was a faithful, but slow, little 
Breton, who wore a velvet jacket and silver 
buttons, and his long hair down his shoul­ 
ders, as our country people do. 
“ The maids were only two of them from 
Brittany — the conk and the children's 
nurse. ’While my husband was awav I did 
not enter much into society; but our family 
was large, and so it happened that, al­ 
though 1 refused invitations from the out­ 
side world, yet 1 dined out sometimes, and 
oftener still had little family dinners at my 
hotel.

She wa3 a short, sturdy peasant, like 
a strong pony in figure, and though I saw- 
much less of her than of some of the maid­ 
servants, still I took a special interest in 
her because she came from a village close 
to iny own country home, and I had known 
something of her family all my life. She 
had a sad kind of manner, not like the gay, 
ready Parisians; but I knew the Bretons 
were rather heavy, and 1 paid no special 
attention to it until one day when I went 
to order dinner I found her in tears.

things are not done in good houses like 
Madatne’s—but for this once—he is young, 
ignorant, lias not seen a house like Mad- 
ame’s before—if Madame will this once 
pardon him.’

And when the children were getting better 
be staid with them and amused them, and 
brought them little clever toys he made for 
them, and put up with the childish irri­ 
tability of their convalescence with more 
than a woman’s patient tenderness. 

Mesdames, devotion like this 
touched me, and I grew almost to love the 
strong youth who was so gentle and pro­ 
tecting to me and my iitile ones.

REAS, THE LEGISLATURE OF THE 
State of California, at its Twenty-sixth 
Session, beginning on the fifth day of January, 
A. D. eighteen hundred ami eighty-five, two- 
thirds of all the members elected to each of tho 
two Houses of said Legislatnre voting In favor 
thereof, proposed the following am endm ent of 
.Sections One, Eight. Ten and Eleven of Arttclo 
Thirteen, of the Constitution of tho State of 
California: 


AM ENDM ENT N U M BER O N E. 


S e c t io n 1. All property in tho State, except 
railroads, not exempt under the laws of the 
United States, shall b«“ taxed in proportion to its 
value, to be ascertained as provided by law. 
The word property, as used in m is article and 
neciion, is hereby declared to include moneys, 
credits, bonds, stocks, dues, franchises audyall 
other matters and things, real, personal and 
mixed, capable of private ownership; provided, 
that growing crops, property used exclusively 
for public schools, and such a? may belong to 
the United States, ibis State, or any county or 
municipal corporali >n within thtS State, 6hali 
be exempt from taxation. Growing vines and 
frail trees shall be deemed to be and shall bo 
assessed aud taxed as a part of the realty; anJ. 
provirtul [urUirr, that railroads shall be taxed a? 
provided in Section Ten ot this article; and. 
provided JurHnr, that the Legislature maj pro­ 
vide for the exemption from taxation ot shin* . 
and vessels otvuea and registered or enrolled in 
this Male, or may tax suen ships and vessels on 
their grossor net earning*, in lieu of an ad Val­ 
orem tax. The Legislature may also provide, 
except in case of credits secured by mortgage 
or trust deed, for a deduction from crediis ol’ 
debt* due to bona fide resident* f this Slate. 
Double taxation in any form is prohibited. 


Sec. S. The Leirirlature shall, by law, require 
each taxpayer in this State to make aud deliver 
to the Couúty Assessor, annually, a statement 
under oath, setting forth specifically ail prop­ 
erty, real and personal, except railroad property, 
as acfinoi in Section Ten ol tbi* article, owned 
ny such taxpayer, or iu his possession or under 
his control, at twelve o’clock m eridian, ou the 
fiibt Monday iu March. 


Rec. 10. All property, except railroad prop­ 
erty, us hereinafter provided. Khali be aaseated 
in the county, city, city and county, towu tow n­ 
ship, or district iii which it is situated, iu the 
m anner provided by law. Every corporation 
and persviu owning or operating a railroad, or 
aiiv portion thereof, in this State, shall, on or 
before the first day of July of each year, pay to 
the State Treasurer an annual tax of two and 
a half p ercent upon the gross earnings.earned 
within this State, of such railroad, for tho year 
ending upon tiie thirty-first day of December 
next preceding, which tax shall be in lieu of 
all o:hcr SLute and county taxes upon tbe frnu- 
‘cnisc, business, right of way, yor.rtway,roadbed, 
rails, rolling stock, fences, stations and their 
appurtenances, and upon ferryboats, when op­ 
erated as a part of sucn railroad, and upon the 
shares of the capital stock, and upon the m ort­ 
gages, deeds of trust, contracts or other obliga­ 
tion by which a debt is secured npcn pnch prop­ 
erty. All other property belonging to such cor­ 
poration or person suull be assessed and taxed 
as other property is assessed and taxed. The 
gross annual earnings earned during the year 
ending on the thirty-first day of December last 
Preceding, of all railroads, shall be, annually, 
eforc the first day of May thereafter, ascertained 
aud declared by the State Board of Equalization, 
under such rules and regulation* as may be pre 
scribed by said Board; provided, however, that 
the Legislature may at any time i»aas laws pre­ 
scribing said rules and regulations. In ail casea 
where railroads are situated partly within thi§ 
State aud partly without this ¿tate, the grofs an ­ 
nual earnings thereof shall be ascertained and 
determined by tak in g : 


First- The gross earnings which, during the 
year last preceding, have been earned wholly 
w ithin this State. 


Secorul—1The gross earnings which, during the 
same year, have been earned partly within thia 
State aud partly witnout this state, which shall 
be ascertained by apportioning such c&rnmgs 
between this State and other Sta'ea or Territo­ 
ries, in the proportion which tho num ber of 
miles of such railroad situated in this State, and 
used ia making such earnings, bears to - he 
whole number of miles thereof, by the use of 
which such earnings have been rcaue. Tho pro­ 
portion of interstate earnings thu.* ascertained 
ahall be added to the earnings made wholly 
within the Mate, and the total thus obtained 
shall be taken and deemed to be the gross earn­ 
ings of such railroad* for all purposes of as£CH?e 
m ent and taxation. For every purpose ot thi* 
section, except for the purpose of ascertaining 
the proportion of interstate earnings to be added 
to the earnings made wholly within this State, 
all railroads operated as one system shall be 
treated as one road. One-third of the tax paid 
by corporations vr persons owning ór bpcraiTng 
railroads under the provisions of this section 
shall become pari of the General Fund of this 
State, and two thir ls thereof shall be paid to 
the county or counties iu which said ral road in 
situated, fn proportion to the length of the rail­ 
road operated in the several counties. For the 
purr oscs of this section a consolidated city and 
county shall t*e treated as a county. Any corpo­ 
ration, n^ocrárion, partnership, person or j>er- 
son-s, unlawfully failing or refusing to pay tho 
tax herein provided, when the same snail bo- 
c-jmc due. or n hhin thirty days thereafter, shall 
be deemed to have waived their right to operate 
their railroads within this State. The Uxeti 
herein provided for, together with such pcnuUh * 
a* the 1 cgislatnre may impose for the non pay­ 
ment thereof, shall l»e a lien upon the property 
hereinbefore in this section designated, ami ma 
be enforced iu such m anuer as the Legislate 
may by law prescribe. All railroads, so far

The conviction of the Anarchists of 
t hicngu has Ijeen had under the ordinary 
laws for the punishment of crime.

men conspired to a-sail the fiovernment of 
the Republic for it-overthrow, to establish 
the principie that the individual is su­ 
preme, that all government by the State 
is tyranny, that the State is the enemy of 
the individual, of the familr, of personal 
human right; that, in short, the State is 
despotism, and -houhi la* overthrown.

iu litxthenmee of this doctrine these 
men assaulted representatives of ta; State 
acting in oflieinl capacity in preset fing the 
public peace. 
They used weapons in tiiat 
assault ; 
weapons to work deadly effect, 
and which caused the death of iitizens. 
The act being unlawful, the 
weapons 
deadly, and the use purposeful, the assail­ 
ants must he presumed to have intended 
the results that followed, and were there- 
Tofc g u ilty of the unlawful! killing of hu­ 
man beings. 
The State with which they ¡entered 
into 
conflict 
has 
now 
trie-1, 
these 
men 
according 
to 
the 
methods 
appointed for the trial and punisliuent of 
ordinary offenders against 
laws. 
The 
penalty for their crime ought to follow as 
in the ease of ordinary murderers. 
The 
State has, as against their theory, vindi­ 
cated its supremacy. 
Individuals organ­ 
ized into society have proven the capacity 
of government to preserve itselljbut the 
lesson will l*c lost upon the Anarchists. 
Their devotion to principle, were it not 
so infamous a doctrine, would inspire re­ 
spect. 
Unques*innahiy these men are mady to 
become sacrificial victims. 
They entered 
upon their crusade against society fully 
.-onscions of the results of failure and pre­ 
pared to accept them. 
If they continue to 
retain the courage of conviction, we shall 
see them die like men. 
if they arc im­ 
postors and unequal to the maintenance of 
their preachings, they will die like cow- 
ds. 
In cither event the effect upon so- 
jty will be to sticngthen the confidence 
the people in the laws and in repuhli- 
• n institutions. 
For the trial and voli­ 
tion of these men has established the

own defense, then the Anarchist- would 
have achieved r. triumph over society that 
might well lie deemed the forerunner of 
its ultimate downfall. 
This was what they 
anticipated. 
They hoped to lift their 
cause out of reach of statutory law and 
place it within the guarantees of re­ 
ligion* and 
jiolitieal 
tolerance. 
Fail­ 
ing in this, the fabric of their theory has 
received such wrenching that some new 
of action must lie resolved upon, 
¿o ;!iey will cek to lay in the blood 
of the victims to their folly, and by insid- 
otts teachings build up a sentiment so strong 
that the State cannot prevail against it. 
Hut this they cannot accomplish.

.'.side from the rude conflict of selfish 
interests, the vituperation, abuse and heat 
tli it have been incidents of the debate, let 
us not !o.-e sight of the great and over­ 
shadowing fact that truth is being evolved, 
public intelligence broadened, on a vital 
tiipir^iml that opinions l»y attrition are 
being ground into symmetrical form, and 
plans and theories are being crystallized:

There is much criticism of Mr. Bayard 
for his hasty action in the Cutting ease.

The official interpreter in the Cutting 
trial is out with a statement evidently in­ 
tended 
to 
muddle 
the 
case, 
to the 
effect that the American was tried for the 
publishing of the libel on American soil. 
If this were true it would put a very dif­ 
ferent face upon the whole matter. 
But it 
is not true. 
Señor Vina, a distinguished 
lawyer of Chihuahua, prior to the trial 
publicly announced : 
The offense lor which Cutting is tobo tried 
was commuted in Chihuahua, where both the 
accused anil the accuser reside, and where the 
cause remaius pending for the reason that the 
accused violated the arlo dr reconciliación, there­ 
by uMiulling Hint agreement and leaving the 
case as it stood before. 
A t the trial, Judge Ramos, presiding, 
announced officially: 
The offense charged is the original publica­ 
tion in l'l Centinela [Cutting’s paper in Chihua­ 
hua) for which he was arrested and before the 
Court retracted, or promised to retract, the 
libelous publica!ion. Itis violation of that con­ 
tract not only left the charge pending, hut was 
a circumstance in aggravation of the offense. 
To give the lie flatly to the sensational 
story of the interpreter, we have the offi­ 
cial report of the whole proceeding as 
published in El litaría Oficial at the M exi­ 
can capital, in which it is shown that the 
basis of tiie trial was on the libel in FI 
Centinela of June Ctli, published in the 
State of Chihuahua. 
That an agreement 
to retract was signed but not fulfilled. 
That the libel was reasserted, hut that this 
did not cou-titute a new offense, hut was 
an affirmation of the old crime.

fore the responsibility attached because of 
the original publication, ant! the violation 
of the compact of reconciliation. 


YVa i.i;Elf, the distinguished 
educator, in an address before the Teach­ 
ers' Institute of Alameda county this week, 
on the inestimable importance of object 
teaching, referred to the use of pictures 
made by teachers themselves a.* of the 
highest value in the eyes of the children, 
l'or that reason lie insisted that every 
teacher should know iiow to draw.

That teachers 
without exception should he possessed of 
sufficient skill in free hand drawing to 
give object lessons to children off hand 
and at any time when the need presents 
is unquestionable. 
The great majority of 
teachers cannot do this, but they should 
be required to possess this accomplish­ 
ment. 
Art teaching is so plentiful now­ 
adays, that there is no excuse for delin­ 
quency in this matter. 
Most teachers 
paint a little— more’s the pity, because so 
many make this the substitute for the 
fundamental, drawing. 
Only 
the 
few 
draw, and but the very few of these draw 
well. 
Colonel Walker's observation has 
taught him that the teacher who can 
illustrate with ease before the class by free 
hand drawing, most successfully teachesj 
and 
hence his conclusion 
that every 
teacher ought to know how to draw. 
In 
truth all men and women ought to possess 
the accomplishment. 
We cannot recall a 
vocation in life in which the way is not 
smoothed, the labor lessened and human 
capacity to enjoy enlarged by the acquire­ 
ment. 


O s the 12th instant, at Palsborg, Em­ 
peror W illiam said some pleasant thing* 
of Americans.

They are an energetic people and, barring 
a few Socialists and Anarchists, law-abid­ 
ing, industrious and of our best citizenship. 
Not because he i* W illiam oran Emperor, 
but because lie stands for a great people, 
Americans paid 
compliments 
to him. 
He was undoubtedly sincere in saying he 
admires the American people. W ho could 
help it. 
The pork incident is now all 
forgotten and forgiven. 


T he separationists in the Irish National 
League Convention at Chicago— those who 
believe in achieving the independence of 
Ireland by force—made a feeble showing. 
The body with practical unanimity in­ 
dorsed the home rule policy. 
But Mr. 
Alexander Sullivan voiced the truth when 
lie said it was the suppression of the real 
sentiment of the delegates, in order that 
“ the men in the breach m ight not be 
trammeled.”

Some time ago we referred to the crystal­ 
lizing of a sentiment East in favor of Sena­ 
tor Stanford as the Republican nominee 
for President in 1888. The Chronicle, re­ 
ferring to the same subject, quotes the late 
remarks of Senator Edmunds, which it as­ 
sumes were made in reference to and in 
favor of our California Senator. 
Senator 
Edmunds, upon being questioned as to 
the prospects of a Republican success In 
18S3, responded that “ it depends upon who 
is nominated. If the Republicans go to the 
West and select some good, clean, upright 
man, with an honest record on financial 
questions, a man who is above reproach, 
the chances for the Republic ms electing 
their candidate will be, I should say, seven 
out of ten.” 
The Chronicle thinks this refers special li­ 
to Senator Stanford, as lie tills tiie bill. 
California will be very proud should she be 
called upon to furnish the next President 
and no man East or West would make a 
more safe or aide Chief Executive than 
her honored Senator. As we stated months 
ago, he is free fiom all entangling alliances, 
feuds and differences that surround the 
prominent men of the East, and would 
unite the party as probably no other man 
could do. 
His ability is unquestioned, 
standing in the forefront of the ablest men 
of our land. He baa been tried in official 
positions and never found wanting. 
His 
wide grasp of intellect, business qualifica­ 
tions and stern integrity of character, 
purity of life and thorough knowledge of 
ihe whole scope of the business and wants 
of the nation make him peculiarly qualified 
forthe'position. But would Senator Stanford 
accept tiie great responsibility ? Should it 
be tendered him he cannot refuse—no citi­ 
zen can refuse the call of the people. Still 
we are assured that the Senator would far 
prefer the peace and quiet of private life 
that he may perfect and carry out the great 
educational plan he has conceived and in­ 
augurated, which will be a greater and 
more lasting monument to his memory 
than even that of President of the Repub­ 
lic. There are two years yet intervening 
before the Presidential canvass will be in­ 
augurated, and no 
one can tell what 
changes may occur in those two years. 
It 
is too early to start Presidential booms. 
But the attention directed toward Senator 
Stanford is not in the nature of a boom, 
but simply an acknowledgment of his pe­ 
culiar fitness and availability for the high 
position.

“ Literary L ife” for August (Elder Pub­ 
lishing Company, Chicago), is the initial 
number of that magazine under the edi­ 
torial control of Miss Rose Elizabeth Cleve­ 
land, sister of the President. 
It is this 
number which the New York World the 
other day reproduced in its pages, in full, 
a feat we do not recall the parallel of. The 
magazine is of 10 pages, neatly printed, 
compact, and without any waste of space. 
The articles arc, “ Biography of Paul H. 
Hayne "(witli portrait ), by E.\S. L. Thomp­ 
son ; “ One of llayn e’s Poem s;” “ Soli­ 
tude,” by John Burroughs ; “ j he Riding 
of Sir Harold,” a poem by Clinton Scollard; 
“ The Risks of Authorship,” bv Maurice 
Thompson; “ No Perfect Work but God's,” 
a poem by Rose Hartwick Thorpe; “ The 
Novel,” a 
limited 
biography, by Pro­ 
fessor David Swing; (¿uatrain “ Sirius;” 
“ The Oubliettes of Chillón,” by Margaret 
J. Preston;” “ Environment,” a' poem, by 
Charles 
J. 
O'M alley: 
“ Among 
the 
Omahns.” by Alice Fletcher; “ A Sum­ 
mer's Silence," a poem, by Rebecca Peiley 
Iteed; “ Portraits of Authors, Collected 
from Carlisle’s Works,” by Susan Coleridge. 
Editorially Mis* Cleveland talks of East 
and West, Miss Fletcher’s work among the 
Indians, studies of Dante and Goethe, the 
Audubon Society, and the magazine and 
its plans. In her editorial columns there 
is not much of vigor except in the article 
on the Audubon Society, in which she 
enters a vigorous protest against the de- 
struction'of birds to feed the whim of fash­ 
ion for their plumage. 
It is scarcely fair 
to judge of Miss Cleveland’s possibilities 
by this initial effort in editorial manage­ 
ment. There is a tint of the amateurish 
about her method and an unevenness in 
her diction, a lack of confidence in self, 
something ol timidity, that reveals the be­ 
ginner in a new field. 
But we prefer to 
see this than ovc-r-boldness and boasting 
and pompous promise. The critical skill 
exercised in passing upon the matter to ap­ 
pear reveals more of ability in Miss Cleve­ 
land than her editorial writings. She has 
selected well, and the present content* of 
“ Literary Life ” speak well for the future 
of the magazine. 
“Men, Women and Gods” and other lec­ 
tures by Helen H. Gardtner opens with an 
introduction by Colonel Robert G. Inger- 
soll. The title of the work and the well- 
known beliefs of Colonel 1 ngersoll clearly 
indicate the radically liberal character of 
the book of the author. Colonel Ingersoll 
says: "The writer of this little volume has 
read the Bible with open eyes. The mist 
of sentimentality has 
not clouded her 
vision. She has had the courage to tell the 
result of her investigations. Site lias been 
quick to discover contradictions. Siie ap­ 
preciates the humorous side of the stupidly 
solemn 
No human being can an­ 
swer her arguments. There is no answer. 
All the priests in the world cannot explain 
away her objections.” 
It will suffice to say 
that while the text of the hook in no wise 
is to he compared with the graceful wit a..d 
trenchant humor of Colonel Ingersoll, it 
does not fall a whit below his works of as­ 
sault upon the Bible and the church. 
In 
this respect it frequently approaches the 
gross, and at all times is remarkably plain- 
spoken and vigorous and scathing in as­ 
sault upon the Bible, ihe church and what 
is termed 
“ theological fictions” 
and 
upon Christianity generally. The chief aim 
of Miss Gardener appears to be to prove 
that of all others women should have least 
respect for the religion of Christianity, on 
the ground that all its Biblical and church 
history has been marked by the degradation 
of woman. She is especially bitter upon 
the doctrine of vicarious atonement as un­ 
just, weakening and corrupting, because, 
she holds, "It arranges for a man to be a 
criminal and to escape the consequences of 
his crime, destroys personal responsibility 
and is contrary to every moral principle.”

It 
is 
a 
new chapter in the 
literary history of the eighteenth century. 
The essays in the volume were originally 
contributed to the IQuarterly Reviese and to 
the Coruhill Magazine. Both series of essays 
have been carefully revised; to both series, 
but particularly to the second, considerable 
addttions have been made. They have 
been collected in a volume because the 
author thinks that they throw’ light on two 
singularly interesting episodes in the po­ 
litical and literary history of the eighteenth 
century, and because he believes, that as 
they are the result of more research than 
will perhaps appear upon the surface, they 
may be of some use to future biographers 
of Bolingbroke and Voltaire. 
Of the same series (and from the same 
house) we have “ The Story of Germany,” 
by Professor Sabine Baring-Gonld, with 
the coilaboration of Professor Arthur Gil­ 
man. The antbor is widely known as the 
writer of “ Germany Present and Past,” 
and of the volume entitled “Curious Myths 
of the Middle Ages.” 
Professor Gilman is 
the author of “ The Story of Rome.” “ A 
History of the American People,” and 
other popular historical monographs. The 
story begins with the life of the German 
nation in the period when Rome was baf­ 
fled by Herrmann, and follows down the 
record of time to the recent date when Ger­ 
man arms conquered France. That it is 
made a recital of absorbing interest needs 
scarcely to be stated. It proceeds upon the 
plan of the series, to pay must attention to 
dramatic events and details, ami less to an­ 
alysis of causes and examination into social 
conditions.

First—The term ’ riparian'' applies to 
persons owning lands 
lying 
upon 
or 
bounded by streams. In the m eaning of 
the common law, tbe owner of land lying 
upon an unnavigable stream owns the bed 
of such stream to its center, or thread ; and 
the grant of a piece of land bounded by a 
stream will carry the right and title of the 
grantee to the m iddle of the stream , unless 
otherwise expressly stipulated. 
The com 
nion law 1 which is decided to be in force in 
this State) rule of riparian tights embraces 
m uch that is of interest at this tim e, bat 
the above is a plain definition of “a ripa- 
rianist.” 
Second—We have never heard of any 
such religious society as that referred to. " 
T hird—Incarceration in the State Prison 
disfranchises a person unless he be par­ 
doned by the Governor before the expira­ 
tion of bis term of sentence. Tbe system 
commonly in vogue in California, under 
legislative provision, is for tbe Prison Di­ 
rectors to investigate and lay before the 
Executive the names of such prisoners as 
in their judgm ent should be restored to 
citizenship, and 
the Executive pardons 
them usually a day or two prior to the ex­ 
piration of theirterm s. 
Fourth—W e know of no publication, of 
the kind referred to, in this State.

It has been insisted by the friends of 
hydraulic m ining that the m uddy appear­ 
ance of the Sacramento river was as much 
tbe result ot the natural washing of the 
m ountain sides by the Feather, Yuba and 
American rivers and their tributaries as 
the effect of using the headwaters of these 
streams as a power to wash the gold out of 
the hills of gravel and clay. The oppo­ 
nents of this process have pointed, in re­ 
ply, to the clear and deep waters of the 
Sacram ento above the point where the 
Feather has poured its yellow tide into the 
m ain stream, and have shown that while 
the Sacramento rises in m ountains and is 
fed from its source down by rivulets and 
brooks and rivers which roll down the 
m ountain sides, its waters are unstained by 
slickens until they reach a junction with a 
tributary which ¡lows from a point where 
hydraulic m ining is in progress. 
It is well 
remembered that years ago the great river 
was as clear as crystal from its source to its 
m eeting w ith the ocean 
tides; that its 
channel was 
broad and deep, its bed 
low enough and its banks sufficiently 
high 
to 
prevent 
a 
disastrous over­ 
flow; while its waters were navigable for 
large steamers to Sacramento and even be­ 
yond. 
Now it is m uddy and repulsive in 
appearance, its channel narrow and tortu­ 
ous, its bed raised so high by deposits of 
bard m ining debris that its banks arc too 
low to hold its waters even in tim es of 
moderately high water, and the large and 
fast-sailing st< anier has been forced to give 
place to tbe small, light-draft, stem-wheel 
boat th at makes its way along the labyrinth 
of bars and shallows that thickly m ark the 
river's bod, getting aground frequently, 
forced to “tie u p " quite often at night, 
and only able to take a light cargo because 
of the fear of becoming a fixture upon some 
deposit of debris. This is the riacramcnto 
river with which Californians have been 
fam iiiar in the past. 
According to the 
Reoop.p-Uxion the scons is beginning to 
change. Tbe river is relieving itself of the 
mars of foreign m atter which obstructed 
the natural flow of its waters, and gives 
promise of a return to its ancient state. 
We hope this promise may be realized; 
that the waters, aided by tbe Government, 
m ay cut out of their cliannel tbe m atter 
which obstructs i t ; that the lands along its 
banks which have been abandoned because 
of the continual fear of overflow m ay again 
be cultivated in safety; that commerce may 
once m ore seek its bosom with increased 
volume, and that the river may again be­ 
come what nature intended, and w hat the 
best interests of the State require it should 
be.

California has been 
favored by the visits of many Eastern 
people during tlie present season, 
i ’romi- 
ncnt among tlie,>e visitants are members o* 
the G rand A rm y of the Kcpublic, whose 
honored guests they stili are, and whose 
sojourn in our m idst will be long remem­ 
bered. 
There are doubtless many in that 
band of heroes who desire a more in ti­ 
m ate knowledge of the resources of the 
Golden Scate than can bo obtained from 
the trips th at have yet been devised for 
their entertainm ent. 
It is to such, as well 
a- to others of like mind who may now be 
visiting the .State, th at this circular is ad­ 
dressed. 
Nevada county claims attention as one 
of the few counties of t alifornia in which 
may be seem the groat industries th at have 
made her famous, v iz : Mining, agriculture 
and horticulture— can he seen side by side. 
T he i ounty is easily accessible, lying upon 
the line of the Central Pacific Railroad, 
and living penetrated by a narrow-guage 
railroad extending from Colfax north to 
N evada City, in the center of the county, 
and passing through Grass V alley in its 
route. 
Geographically, the county lies a 
little n srtli of the central Hue of tiie State. 
It cj tends from the summit of the Sierra 
Nevada m ountains on the east line of the 
State, westward to the Sacramento V alley. 
T he eastern portion of the county is moun­ 
tainous, the principle industries 1 eing the 
m anufacture of lumber, the sale of timber, 
and grazing. 
T he central portions con­ 
tain 
most r.f the 
rich 
gold 
mines, 
including 
tho 
quartz, 
hydraulic 
and 
placer mine*, 
also 
the upper portion 
..f 
the horticultural 
b e l:; 
while 
the 
wi ,-tero or foothill region consists exclu­ 
sively of agricultural and grazing lands. 
The s. . nery Is varied, alternating between 
pine-clad mountains, deep gorges and run­ 
ning stri a ms in theeastern part, while in the 
w estern portions tJig oak-covered moth ills 
are interspersed with fruitful orchards and 
cultivated fields. The clim ate of the coun­ 
ty is a happy medium between the ex­ 
treme heat which prevails in the interior 
valleys of the State, and the comparatively 
harsh climate of the coast regions, where 
chilly afternoon breezes and fogs are prev­ 
alent. 
The altitude of tho county is from 
1,000 to 3.000 feet above sea level, which 
fact has an im portant bearing on the 
healthfulness and salubrity of the climate. 
The atmosphere at these elevations has an 
invigorating freshness, very conducive to 
health and bodily enjoyment. 
The even­ 
ing* are refreshing, the nights are cool, 
liins insuring pleasant rest and slumbers. 
Turning from this brief general descrip­ 
tion of tho county to more specific m at­ 
ters, we would say th at tlie vi-itor will see 
many things of special interest in a trip to 
this portion of the State. 
We allude first 
to the m ining industry. 
W ithin a short 
distance of Grass Valley or Nevada City 
are located such well known and product­ 
ive quartz mines as the Idaho, the Empire, 
the Providence, the W yoming and the Ne­ 
vada City. 
The Providence has one of 
the most extensive plants on the coast. 
T he Idaho has been a dividend payer for 
many years, having recently declared its 
gUii dividend. 
The workmen in these 
mines have penetrated many hundred feet 
below the surface, and heavily freighted 
ore cars are constantly being elevated, the 
contents of which are treated by the best 
and latest processes for the extraction 
of precious metals, all of which pro­ 
cesses can lie seen and understood. 
T he 
sites 
of 
former 
extensivo 
hydraulic 
works can be visited, where the nature of 
the operations can lie easily comprehended 
by the remaining ev idences of |iast work. 
The M anzanita and Blue T ent hydraulic 
mines are adjacent to Nevada City. 
P ri­ 
vate collections of mineral specimens can 
be made up by visitors, not only from the 
ore freshly raised from the mines, but by 
judicious gleanings from the collections of 
hospitable and friendly residents. 
The 
special process adopted in sulphuret works 
can l>e seen, where gold is taken from ore 
in a state of solution, then precipitated by 
■ hemieal action, and finally brought forth 
in the erui'iMe of the furnace an almost 
pure metal. 
.Many semi-public collet lions 
of minerals in hotels, etc., arc interesting, 
exhibiting as they do the geological form­ 
ations of the region, and nature’s marvel­ 
ous m anner of storing up her metals for 
m an's industrious search. 
T he cities of Grass Valiev and Nevada 
City, as well as the sm aller settlements, 
are worthy of a visit. 
The former is a 
place with a population of about 0,000, 
where homes and fruit orchards and mining 
properties are interm ixed. 
Nevada City’s 
population is nearly as large; four miles 
di-tant from Grass Valley and the county 
scat of the county. 
It is rom antically sit­ 
uated 
011 both sides of swiftly running 
Peer creek, and its streets leajl from a 
common business center lip the slope of 
the hills on which it is built. From Sugar 
I.-,¡if M ountain, about a mile from town, a 
view of a large scope of country can lie ob­ 
tained, embracing a radius of two hundred 
m ilt-, and taking in Lassen, Butte, Downie- 
ville Buttes and other prom inent peaks. 
The smaller towns are sites of former or 
present m ining operations, where, per­ 
chance, the old pick and spade of the 
m iner are supplemented by the plow and 
harrow, and the golden harvests of fruit 
and cereals are a substitute for the rich re­ 
turns in metals of former days. 
Any who may desire homes in this re­ 
gion of our State can find a spot suited to 
their taste. 
If they desire a change of 
residence for the sake of health, they can 
engage in one of the varied industries of 
the county, such as agriculture, horticult­ 
ure or m ining, ami while obtaining a 
livelihood by their labors, they can regain 
health and strength. 
The tourist will 
find at Grass V alley and Nevada City 
ample hotel accommodations for all who 
may come, both places being supplied with 
hotels which have a State reputation for 
hospitality and comfort. 
At present the 
county is in the m idst of a fruit harvest, 
and the luscious m ountain fruits of the 
Sierras will prove a toothsome luxury to 
epicurean tourists. 
During the last week 
of August the annual fair of Nevada and 
Placer counties will be held 011 the grounds 
between Nevada City and Grass \ alley, 
and from this exhibition of the products 
of these sister counties the traveler may, in 
part, see w hat this region, once thought 
unfitted for any industry but mining, can 
do in the production of fruits and grains, 
cattle, horses and sheep, that have made 
other parts cf the State ñpnous. 
Visitors can take the cars at San F ran­ 
cisco or Sacram ento,or interm ediate points, 
for Nevada county, changing cars at Col­ 
fax, on the Central Pacific Railroad,where 
the coaches of the Nevada County Narrow- 
Gauge B ailroad will be awaiting them , and 
from thence by an hour’s ride they will be 
conveyed to tne stations of Grass V alley or 
Nevada. 
H ere hotel carriages will receive 
them , and, free of charge, carry them to 
the pleasant hotels of those cities. 
A r­ 
rived there, snort strolls or moderate rides 
will take them to the interesting points 
above suggested. 
Livery accommodations 
will be found ample and reasonable in each 
town. 
Thus a trip can be made at moder­ 
ate expense, and be full of interest.

34,639 were receiving ?0 a m onth, o r 19J 
cents a day, an d 7,868 were receiving vari­ 
ous sum s fr.mi i l to $6 a m o n th .

AN INCIDENT OF POLAR EXPLOR­ 


ATION. 


Tho L ucky Shot th at Savetl the 
Greely Survivors from A bsolute 
Starvation anil D eath. 


GREAT LOVE AND I. 


[New Yoik Correspondence Philadelphia Tfine?. 
Sergeant Francis Long, of Brooklyn, a 
survivor of the Greely A rctic expedition, 
tells the following bear story, which has 
hitherto been scarcely more than men­ 
tioned in the accounts of Starvation Camp. 
H e say s: 
“ Bacon, shrim ps and seal-skin stew, all 
in small quantities, had been our fare for 
over two weeks, and there was not a full 
round of rations left. 
More th an half the 
men in camp were incapable of work, hut 
th at was little m atter, for there was no 
more to do than three Could handle. 
The 
steady cold made us all drowsy, and there 
was the worst danger in sleep. 
If a man 
was allowed to have his sleep out lie would 
certainly never wake, so wo had to m ake a 
rule that no 0110 should sleep more than 
two hours at a time. 
It began to look, 
with only one day between us and starva­ 
tion, as if it m ight lie better for us all to 
go to sleep together and die unconscious of 
the terrible cold and the pangs of linger. 
W e had plenty of hunting, fishing and 
cooking 
utensils, amm unition and Jail 
that, but what good were they ? 
T here 
was no game, no fish. 
D uring all of our 
camp we caught only two fish. 
1 was the 
hunter of the party, and bad tram ped the 
region over and over, and rarely had the 
luck to gel a shot at anything. 
“ The day before we came to our last 
round of rations I had discovered the tracks 
of a hear. 
1 had followed them until about 
exhausted trying to meet the beast, but 
had utterly failed. 
On this day a light 
snow fell in tiie morning, just enough to 
obscure the trail, but still I hunted. 
1 
gave it up late in the afternoon and re­ 
turned to camp, 
lh aincrd had gone to the 
shrim ping ground, and was stiil absent 
when I laid bv my gun. 
Suddenly he ap­ 
peared running down Cemetery Ridge as 
fast as his poor weak legs would bring him. 
We all started up and waited liis coming 
in the most painful excitem ent. 
W hen 
lie reached the camp be fell to the ground 
all out of breath. 
T he men craw led to his 
assistance, and two of them raised liis head 
in their arms. 
He gasped and looked at 
us wildly. 
“ ‘ Brainerd,’ exclaim ed the Lieutenant, 
“ w hat is it ?’’ 
“ ‘ Bear ! bear !’ was all that he could 
answer in a choking whisper. 
“ ' W here, man, where?” 1 cried, reach­ 
ing for my gun, all trem bling and quiver­ 
ing with hope and fear. 
“ ‘ There,’ 
he said, faintly, pointing 
toward the ridge. 
‘ H e followed after me. 
He's coming.’ 
“ I low can i tell the terrible excitem ent 
th at prevailed ? 
T he men were in perfect 
frenzy. 
Gruel suffering had made them 
worse than unreasonable. 
Home of them 
could think of nothing but cursing poor 
Brainerd for not killing the bear, and 
were w ith difficulty restrained from falling 
upon him to wreak vengeance. 
lie had 
not taken liis gun w ith him ; nobody ever 
did who went shrim ping, and they cursed 
and raved at that and burst into tears at 
the loss of their last chance for life. Others 
—and they were the weakest men in the 
party— were for starting out a t once for an 
all-night hunt over the snow-fields and 
icebergs. 
N othing could lie more fool­ 
hardy. 
They couldn’t have gone beyond 
the top of the ridge w ithout breaking 
down, to say nothing of carrying a gun 
and tiring accurately. 
T he Lieutenant 
used liis authority and I m y influence to 
quiet the men, and at list the plan of the 
hunt was arranged. 
I t was really only a 
few minutes, but it seemed au hour. Jan, 
the Esquimau, and I started up the ridge 
to meet the bear if lie should continue 
toward us. 
“ H ardly had we got a rod from the 
camp when a long white nose appeared 
over an ice-covered rock at the top of the 
hill. 
Tiie men set up a shout and I think 
it unnerved me, but it was a long-range- 
shot—nearly three-hundred yards—and the 
target was small. 
I raised m y gun and, 
taking quick aim, fired. 
The ball missed, 
but did not go wide of its m ark. 
The bear 
was startled. 
H e paused just too short a 
time to give the Esquimau a chance at 
him and turned tail and ran. 
I heard the 
howls and groans of disappointm ent and 
rage behind me. 
I lielieve th at sonic of 
those poor, half-starved, half-frozen men 
would have shot at me in their anger if 
they had had their guns at hand. 
“ ‘Jan ,’ I said hastily, ‘ take the course 
to the left and go around the ridge and 
keep well to the west, so as to get between 
the bear and the water. 
I will go in the 
same way 011 the east.’ 
“ The faithful Esquimau understood the 
plan at once and set out without a word. 1 
crawled to the top of the ridge as fast as I 
could, and saw the bear a long way out of 
range, still on the run. 
He turned around 
for a second and looked back, and then, as 
if satisfied he was pursued, continued bis 
flight. 
1 didn't go straight after him , but, 
keeping out of his sight as much as pos­ 
sible, crawled and ran ín d slid up and 
down the icy slopes, m aking all the time 
for the water. 
L was feverish with fear. 
It seemed as if every possible obstruction 
got in my way, and many a tim e I fell to 
the ground. 
It was a terrible chase. May 
1 never have another like it. 
It seems in­ 
credible now, but I actually went ten 
miles out of my way to get in front of that 
bear. 
I knew that he would stop running 
when he got over his scare and saw no­ 
body in pursuit, and I had to take this 
roundabout course to keep out of sight. 
M ighty little of th at distance was passed 
on the run. Most of it was crawled. 
“ B ut 1 had no thought of giving up. 
I plugged on, and at last, two hours and a 
half after leaving camp, 1 gained the posi­ 
tion I wanted. 
1 climbed a low hill and 
there was bruin, one thousand yards away, 
sitting down after liis' hard run w ithin 
thirty yards of optn water. 
I had not 
succeeded fully in my plan. 
H e could 
still escape, but his back was toward me 
and I did not despair. 
Almost a t the 
same moment th at 1 saw the bear I discov­ 
ered Jan , the -Eskiman, at some distance, 
and we ixith made for the beast. 
W ith 
the utmost care not Pi alarm him we 
crawled over the ground, approaching 
nearer and nearer to our prev. 
We had 
got perhaps half the distance when Jan 
raised life gun and fired. 
I think it was 
bad judgm ent, for we m ight have got much 
closer. 
But there was no tim e for regret, 
excitem ent gave me more strength, and I 
ran With all my m ight straight toward the 
bear. 
He got up and looked a t me and 
seemed not to kpow w hether to run again 
or stand and make a fight for it. 
I re­ 
sisted the tem ptation to fire at him until 1 
was w ithin one hundred and fifty yards. 
Then I stopped running, threw my cap 
down, pulled off my mittens, anil acted as 
deliberately as if 1 were out practicing at 
a target. 
“ My excitem ent seemed to leave me, or 
rather to make me steady. 
I took a long, 
careful aim and fired. 
The bear turned 
slightly, but it was evident th at I had 
missed. 
I fired ag3in quickly. 
A nother 
miss! My heart sunk low. 
Jan had not 
been able to get.another shot, and was not 
now where he could fire w ith any hope of 
liittiD g . 
The bear began to m ake for the 
water. 
Ready to die with despair if I 
should fail again, I took another long aim. 
The bullet struck the bear in the head 
and he tumbled over instantly, stone dead. 
“ I t was half-past 8 o’clock, and the 
place where bruin fell was three miles in 
a straight line from camp. 
W e left the 
400 pounds of food lving on the ice, and 
returned to the anxious party to get help 
111 bringing the carcass home. 
W e did not 
sleep th at night until the dead bear was 
j brought into camp. 
T he L ieutenant gave 
j out extra rations to the men who assisted 
in the work, and made up a stew of all the 
scraps that were left of the regular ra­ 
tions. 
It wasn’t much, hut it seemed 
quite a feast to 113. 
T he liear saved us, for 
just before it, in turn, gave out, the rescu­ 
ing expedition found us.”

Aid laurel for the lolly of his ways." 
I did not know. 
"Court Fool." I cried. 
“ tYe’ll barter all for you ; 
’lull are a toy to mock at, ever new, 
.! jest when false, a better jest when true ! 
Laughter will aiways ring at thought of you.” 
1 did not know. 


I looked on Love' 
Ah. m o! I mocked no more. 
V¡thin his hand a flaming sword he bore: 
His eyes were great anil sad, anil prone before 
Kira in the dust 1 lay, lamenting sore. 
‘Great Love,” 1 cried, “ Master forevennore !

Nothing is more terriMe than a sudden 
reminder of the way in which tilings sur­ 
vive us. 
Every one who has had to hunt 
through long-unopened escritoires and 
desks must have been somewhat pained by 
the vestiges of his old self which lie be­ 
fore him. the old properties hastily thrown 
aside and forgotten, which now insist on 
asserting themselves, and declaring that 
we change, while the lifeless remains. An 
example, an almost poetical example, of 
this immutability is ofibred to the moral­ 
ist by the unwinding of the mummies of 
Ta-aken and Seti I. at Boulak. 
These 
mummies, as we understand, were found in 
that general deposit of the royal Egyptian 
dead, discovered live years ago. .V mummy 
is rather a gruesome thing, and to unwind 
it is like opening a door that luis been 
locked for throe or four thousand years. 
Romance has invented the notion of a 
magical device by which man might mount 
up tlie stream of time and see the past in 
a mirror, or a lake, and project himself 
into a bygone period. 
As it is certain that 
to beings unconditioned by time and space, 
everything that occurs occurs simultane­ 
ously, this license of fancy, this notion of 
reaseending the river of things may lie al­ 
lowed to romantic fiction. 
But what 
novelists have imagined as a supernatural 
device, we do naturally, so to speak, when 
we open a mummy. 
First the case, with 
its gilded, graven countenance, is forced 
asunder, and then we come to a corpse 
smothered iu cerements, a corpse with a 
face of gold. 
In a moment we are in the 
presence of that which no man has seen 
for many scores of centuries—arc with the 
dead as he was the night after lie went 
“ down the night wandering way.” 
Since the golden mask was made for the 
features a score of empires have fallen to 
a die s. 
Persia, Assyria, Macedón, Car­ 
thage, Rome, the Incas, with a multitude 
of minor powers, came ' o be after these 
swathings were sewn and glued together, 
and now they are dust, like the fragrant 
•lust of spice which fills the chamber. 
They have gone, and their gods have gone 
with them. The ship of Isis goes forth no 
more to sea, the last god-bull has been made 
a mummy, Osiris no mere justifies the dead 
who die in Osiris. There is none to oiler 
loaves and beer to the departed, 110 man 
says the brief prayer for the Egyptian 
dead, which secured for them food and 
drink in the under-world. 
All the gods 
are gone and all the ghosts are starving. 
The younger and elder races of divinity 
are outcast. 
“Apollo has 110 more his 
stately roof, 110 more his Delphic laurel, 
the bubbling well of laughing water is si­ 
lent.” 
Somewhere, ¡11 some liades un- 
describcd, are gathered all these ghosts 
that were gods when the mummy was 
made fragrant and imperishable. 
Pacha- 
camac jostles Zeus, and Huitr.ilopochtli is 
with Indra, and Knoum, and Seb, and Nut. 
They have vanished and the dead man re­ 
mains. 
You see him as his friends knew 
him, as his foeruen beheld him, 
four 
thousand years ago. 
The centuries are 
like “a mist that rolls away,” and if a man 
of ancient Egypt could have lived till now 
he would know, when the mummy is un­ 
wound, the face of his enemy or the face 
of the woman he loved. 
Perhaps the mummy which appeals the 
more to us, of the two which M. Masjiero 
has just opened, is the mummy of tseti I. 
We have a kind of national concern with 
Seti, who was a King of the nineteenth 
dynasty thirty-two centuries ago. 
We 
possess his white alabaster sarcophagus in 
the Soane Museum. ¿ t is an astonishing 
work of art, in shape like a huge hath. 
Every inch of it is covered with liiero 
glyphs and processions of figures of gods, 
ami beasts, and men, black against the 
white alabaster. 
In the midst of the mul­ 
titudinous wrappings of Seti’s cor¡>se í i’ r 
it is a corpse after all), is an inscription 
giving the day and date of the King’s “ re­ 
clothing.” 
“ In the year IX, in the month 
of seed-sowing, and the sixteenth day of 
the month, was the second clothing of the 
King, to whom 
be 
life, 
health and 
strength.” 
What eyes were expected, bv 
the man who scrawled this inscription, to 
look 011 it and read it ? 
He must have ex­ 
pected the mummy of Seti to be inviolate 
till Osiris came again, and the dead rose 
and regained their ancient tabernacles of 
clay. 
It is probable enough that, after the 
sun of our system is cold, after earth is a 
cinder and life extinct, this chill and emp­ 
ty ball will carry round in its yearly revo­ 
lutions thousands of tbe dead men and 
women of Egypt, each unchanged from the 
tiling he was two days after his reclothing. 
We may fancy the worn-out globe split­ 
ting front frost, and passing away as a star 
sometimes passes. Then fragments of the 
learning of the Egyptians may possibly be 
borne 011 the wandering winds through 
cosmic space, and may descend on some 
planet of rational beings, bearing witness 
to a creed and a civilization which has out­ 
lasted human Time. 
In Egypt nothing is impossible, except, 
perhaps, a healthy system of finance. Heti’s 
face, after more than a hundred genera­ 
tions have melted into the impalpable, is 
still the delicate, sweet and smiling face 
which his artists designed. His likeness 
to his son, Kamcses II., the Tioi Soldi and 
magnificent braggadocio Louis X I\\, of 
Egypt, is still as plain as if father and son 
Were living men of our date. Peti was old 
when lie died, and bis eyebrows are white. 
His royal fingers prove that gout was fami­ 
liar in Egypt. 
But lie died in his bed, 
and his face is at peace. More awful is 
the face of Ta-aken, who fell in the mo­ 
ment of victory, fighting the Hyksos, or 
Shepherd Kings. It is conjectured that 
Ta-aken died a victor, because his side 
secured tlie body and hastily embalmed it. 
Had they not held more than their own 
the Ilyksos would have carried it off, as 
Achilles bore to his hut the body of Hec­ 
tor. 
in those days the great fight was 
always for the body of a fallen leader, as 
we know, not only from Ilomer, but from 
hundreds of ancient pictures. Ta-aken’s 
body remained with his own people. The 
hasty process of the 
hurried ombalm- 
ers left his face distorted, his tongue 
bitten through, like the tongue of Skar- 
phedin when the fire got hold on him in 
the house of Xjal, and he drove his ax 
through the rafter, and died standing. 
Ta-aken had been slain by a cut on the 
right temple, and a mace iiad cloven his 
cheek and broken the jaw. 
Probably this 
blow felled him in the melee, aud before 
bis men could rescue him a lance thrust 
and an ax stroke had “ made sikker.” 
Ta-aken was alxiut 40 when he died, and it 
seems that no man could have died better 
or more manfully. Like Stendhal, who 
shaved daily throughout the terrible re­ 
treat from Moscow, Ta-aken had gone into 
battle dean shaven. 
He is said by M. 
Máspero to have resembled, in type of face, 
the Nubians of to-day. 
He became, as be 
deserved to do, a famous name, and is the 
hero of an historical novel, now some three 
thousand years old, which is in the Britbh 
Museum. 
It is strange to think of his 
pain-distorted face, now visible to men, and 
to remember that he died long beforu Solo­ 
mon, or Ilomer, or Romulus was born.— 
London News.

F o r wood preservative introduce in to th e 
pores of 1 he wood th e follow ing solution: 
M ix tw o p arts o f g u tta percha w ith one 
p a n o f paraffine, b eat to liquefy th e m ix ­ 
tu re and apply w kiie hot. 
A good lu b rican t for fine m ach in ery and 
one w hich w ill n o t gum or corrode m ay be 
obtained by p u ttin g p u re olive oil into a 
clear glass bottle w ith strips o f clear lead; 
expose to tlie sun for tw o or three weeks 
and th en po u r off th e clear oil for use. 
T h e heaviest w ood know n am ong the 
four h u n d red species o f trees found in this 
co u n try is Eaid to be th e black iro nw oodof 
S outhern F lorida, w hich is 30 per cent, 
heavier th an w ater. S ixteen ot th e species, 
it is stated, are so heavy th a t th eir perfectly 
dry wood w ill sin k iu w ater. 
T o polish p late glass an d rem ove slight 
scratches, ru b th e surface gently, first w ith 


a clean pad of fine cotton wool an i after­ 
ward with a similar pad covered over with 
cotton velvet, which has tccii ccarged with 
fine rouge. The «urface will acquire a pol­ 
i h of great brilliancy, q'l '.e tree from any 
scratches. 
Establishments for tbe n anufacture of 
steel nails and steel nai! plates are 011 the 
increase in this country. These nails, it is 
alleged, are produced much more cheaply 
than those of iron, owing to tbe cheaper 
process—tbe Bessemer--in preparing the 
metal, but their grip is less than that of 
iron nails. 
To restore d'scolored ivory, wash well in 
soap and water, cleaning out any carving 
with a small brush, and place w hile wet 
in full sunshine. Wet for two or three 
•lay', several times a day, with soapy water, 
still keeping the article in the sun with a 
glass shade over; then wash again and the 
ivory will be beautifully white. 
Tbe art of staining marbles in a perma­ 
nent manner lias long been lost, but an 
American has rediscovered the pnvi«s or 
discovered a new one equally ett'tciive, so 
that it is now possible to paint a marble 
surface with pigments which -ink into tbe 
substance of the stone to any desired depth 
and then to polish the snrfaee as highly as 
before the marble was treated.

ENDYM ION. 


V arious A ir Ships. 
The iate.-t reports in the air-ship line are 
from London, where a vessel from Cher­ 
bourg landed after a sail of some six hours. 
The vessel was to return to its starting- 
point and endeavor to make a two days’ 
voyage (the original intention) without 
stopping. The vessel only carried two 
passengers, professional aeronauts. 
An unfortunate feature in this balloon 
practice is that the vessels get smaller aud 
smaller as (be experiments occur. The 
balloon of Ilenri tiitlard was 301 feet in 
diameter and 114) feet long, and was tried 
in LvrO. That of M. Dupuy da Lome, in 
1S72, wai fs* feet in diameter and lis t feet 
long. Tbe T'ssm dier balloon of 1883 was 
30.18 feet in diameter and 00.81 feet long. 
The Renard and Krebs balloon of 1884-5 
was 27.55 feet in diameter and 105 feet 
long. The new balloon of 1S30 is, from all 
accounts, smaller still. 
We have not as 
yet received any of the details of tlie voy­ 
age or vessel, but hope to be able to present 
them as soon as received. 
W hat should be done to test this problem 
in all its bearings is to construct a vessel of 
respectable size—say that of an average 
ocean steamer—and see just what power is 
required and the capacity and speed at­ 
tained. 
It is a problem, oí course, that 
can be partially worked out on paper—in 
fact, such work is already being performed 
in several localities of tlie I’nited States— 
but a confirmation of estimates and figures 
is necessary before actual progress can be 
hoiied for.' It is to be hoped that a compe­ 
tent design and construction will be pre­ 
sented, and the money appropriated to 
reach some definite conclusion.—American 
Engineer.

EXTEA 8ESSION—TWENTY-FIRST PAY. 


SENATE. 


Friday, August 20, 18S6. 
The Senate met at 11 a . m., Fn»ident Daggett 
in the ehuir. Roll culled and quorum present. 
Prayer by the Chaplain. Journal of preceding 
day read and approved. 
ASSEMBLY MEfSAGX. 


A m e s s a g e was received from the Assembly, 
announcing that that body had declined con­ 
currence in the Senate resolution to adjourn sine 
die at 12 o’clock noon on this day. 
THE LEGISLATURE PROROGUED. 
The Governor's Private Secretary arrived at 
this juncture and announced a message from 
the Executive proroguing the Legislature until 
September 7tb. [The proclamation appears in 
the Assembly proceedings.] 
Days moved to make the message the special 
order for 11:15 a. m. 
Kellogg consider*^ that the Senate had noth­ 
ing more to do; that the Executives proclama­ 
tion ad oum ed the Legislature. 
The Chair ruled to the contrary, and Kellogg 
appealed trom the ruling. 
The Chair held that no <*.i«a?reement between 
the two houses to adjourn could take place until 
each had exhausted its resources. It was for 
the two branches ot the Legislature to determine 
this question, and not a co-ordinate branch of 
the State government. 
Del Valle read the constitutional provision 
under which the action of the Executive had 
been taken, lie then reviewed the proceedings 
of the two houses relative to the question of ad ­ 
journment. and held that newspaper reports 
had not conveyed to the Governor the neces­ 
sary official knowledge o' u disagreement to 
enable him to proceed in the matter. Parlia­ 
m entary law requires that committees of con­ 
ference be appointed, and. it necessary, a tree 
conference, tiefore a disagreement can be de­ 
termined. 
Then a special committee must 
wait upon and inform the Governor that no 
agreement can be hud, and upon this ollicial 
knowledge only can he call into requisition his 
constitutional prerogative to prorogue the Legis­ 
lature. In this instance no such action had 
been 
taken, wherefore the proclamation is 
premature. 
Under the provisions of parlia­ 
mentary law neither branch of the Legislature 
had exhausted its resources. He was m favor 
of upholding the decision of the Chair. 
The 
point at issue is a question of parliamentary 
law. itnd he repeated that, if a disagreement 
really did exist—as contemplated bv the C’on- 
stitution—no official knowledge oí that fact had 
yet been properly conveyed to the Governor. 
' The Chair again ruled that the resources of 
the Senate lmd not laten exhausted, and the 
Senate is not yet adjourned. 
Kellogg held th at the proceedings of each 
house, ms shown by the published journals, 
were official documents, and afforded sufficient 
ground upon which the Executive might base 
his proclamation. 
McClure referred to a similar case that oc­ 
curred in the Legislature of Illinois in lhCo. 
In 
that case Governor Yates issued a proclamation 
proroguing the Legislature, alter the Senate and 
Assembly had disagreed upon a date for ad­ 
journment. The two branches proceeded to 
consider business thereafter, but the Governor 
refused to recognize them as official bodies, 
whereupon the Legislature adjourned in ac­ 
cordance with the terras of the proclamation. 
Met’lure hold that no parliamentary law could 
be invoked in the m atter ol construing a Ques­ 
tion <»f constitutional law. 
This would be a 
question of fact, and the Executive is the judge 
thereof. He held that all proceedings taken 
since the receipt of the proclamation could have 
no legal effect. 
.Days claimed the door under a prior recogni­ 
tion by the Chair, and claimed that the Senate 
was in legal session, and that a resolution 
which he desired to offer was in order. 
Cross said the point at issue was a grave o re 
and should be con. idered calmly and with dig­ 
nity. The objection bad been raised that the 
two branches of the Legislature had not finally 
disagreed upon adjournment. This rule, if car­ 
ried out. might result in an interminable ses­ 
sion. Either branch could keep the Legisla­ 
ture in session indefinitely. The constitutional 
provision invoked by the Governor was intended 
to meet just such an emergency. The journal 
of either house was conclusive evidence to the 
Governor of a disagreement. No further action 
had been taken in the matter in time to deprive 
the Governor of t he power to act. In his opinion 
there was then no session of the .Senate. In 
staying here and seeking tojovcrnde a co-ordinate 
branch of the Government the Senate was set­ 
ting itself above the law. He regretted that 
such an emergency had arisen, as he believed 
that no good could come from having the Legis­ 
lature prorogued. Hut that was a m atter of 
which the Executive grant be the judge. While» 
uiuler the circumstances, it m ight be a ff r< tch o i 
power, he believed the best thing to do would 
be for the Senate to instruct the Chair to de­ 
clare that body adjourned. This would relieve 
the Chair of any responsibility iu the matter. 
The hour of 12 o’clock >i. having arrived, Kel­ 
logg raised the point of order that the Senate 
stands adjourned under the terms of the resolu­ 
tion adopted yesterday. 
The Chair decided the point of order not well 
taken, as the concurrent resolution hud been re­ 
jected by the Assembly. 
Slays denounced the action of the Governor 
as the most high-handed pieceof despotism that 
had been known since the time that Cromwell 
dispersed the Briti.ffi Parliament. For this and 
sim ilar remarks he was repeatedly called to or­ 
der by the Chair. 
Cross demanded that Days be brought before 
the bar of the senate and required to explain 
why he persisted in disobeying the orders of 
the presiding officer by the use of undignified 
and unparliam entary language. 
Johnson of Sonoma thought the question nt 
issue not a difficult one to solve. To his mind 
the constitutional provision was plain. It re­ 
quires the Executive to do a certain thing in a 
particular emergency, and the Legislature has 
nothing to say iu the mutter. It is a power dele­ 
gated to the Governor, and we cannot obstruct 
that power. It Is for the Governor to determine 
when the two branches of the Legislature had 
foiled to agree upon a question of adjournment. 
Anything the Senate might now do would be 
null and void, fur the Legislature is no longer iu 
session. 
Taylor claimed that the Govt m or’s proclama­ 
tion was prem ature, us lie had had no official 
information of a disagreement. 
Del Valle denied that tbe Senate had official 
knowledge of any action by the Assembly on 
the Semite resolution to adjourn to-day sine die. 
Until the Assembly message now on the dc-k 
should be taken up and considered, tbe Kenate 
had lo knowledge of the Assembly’s disposi­ 
tion ot that resolution. Hence, how can a dis­ 
agreement be shown? He argued at length 
against the light or prerogative of the Execu­ 
tive to come in nt such a time and attem pt to 
prorogue the Legislature. 
Recess till 2 j\ m. 
A fleruoon Session. 
On reassembling Del Valle resumed his re­ 
m arks iu opposition to the assumed power oí 
the Executive, under the circumstances, to pro­ 
rogue the Legislature. He concluded by ex­ 
pressing the hope that the ruling of the Chair 
(that the Senate was still in session) would be 
sustained. 
Spencer held that the constitutional provision 
under which the Executive had in tcd did not 
refer to any disagreement otherthau a final one. 
Jt would not be right for the Governor to step 
in und prorogue tn* Legislature while negotia­ 
tions for an adjournment might be pending. 
The section of the Constitution upon which D c 
Governor had aet»t3 was copied frem the old 
Constitution, w hi2 i n limit was placed upon 
the term of a legislative session. The action 
thus far taken did not come up to the dignity of 
a disagreement such as the Constitution con­ 
templates. 
Reddy differed from the last speaker, and ar­ 
gued in defense of the proposition that the two 
houses had to all intentsand purposes disagreed 
us to the time of adjournment 
The risk of fur­ 
ther proceedings in the case was too great to 
warrant the Senate in doing otherwise than to 
consider itself adjourned. 
The Chair disclaimed any desire, in its rul­ 
ing, to arouse a coutlict between the senate and 
the Executive Department, lie had inquired 
carefully into this subject, and believed that the 
Constitution eon tern plated action of the kind 
taken by the Executive only in case of a final 
disagreement. 
There was then on the Secre­ 
tary s desk a concurrent resolution received 
from the Assembly, providing for a recess until 
September 7th, and if the consideration of that 
resolution be in order, then the Governor’s pro­ 
clamation is premature. As a m atter of record 
— in the opinion of the Chair—there can be no 
disagreement while that resolution is pending, 
lie was nofc ienaeitrti- t>! ins judgment in thia 


THE CHAIR YIELDS. 
President Daggett said he was now inclined 
to think that the better course would be to take 
the Governor's view of the matter. He was not 
disposed to criticise the action of the Assembly, 
but felt constrained to say that it would have 
been simply treating the Senate with proper 
dignity to have notified the latter of its action. 
Gut of deference to the Executive, he now de­ 
clared the Senate adjourned till the 7th day of 
September next at 2 o ’c lo c k r . M.

ate dispersed.

THE “ SOLANO.” 


T he Iinm enae R a ilro ad T ran sfe r S team er 
for C rosfiug th e S trait» o f C arq ain ez. 
The double-ernlcr transfer boat Solano, 
used for transferring trains of the Southern 
Paciiie Company across the Straits of C.ir- 
quintz, between Benicia and l’ort Costa, is 
the largest boat of her class alloat. Her 
dimensions are as follows: Length overall, 
I2Í feet; length on bottom, 106 feet: liight 
at sides at center. J8 feet 5 inches: at the 
ends, from bottom ot boat, 15 feet 10 inch­ 
es; moldered beam. 04 feet; extreme width 
over guards, 116 feet; camber, or revoise 
shear ot deck, 2 feet 0 inches; draft, light, 
5 feet; loaded, (! feet 6 inches ; registered 
tonnage, 3,511.31 tons. She has two ver­ 
tical beam engines, cylinders 00 inches 
bore, 11 feet stroke, built by Harlan it Hol­ 
lingsworth, of Wilmington, Del ; wheels .">0 
feet in diameter, with 21 buckets each, 17 
fee* face; engines are driven by eight steel 
boilers, each 28 feet long, 7 feet diameter, 
shells containing 11.'! tubes, 1 inches diam­ 
eter by 10 feet long; total heating surface 
in the eight boilers, 10,010 square feet; 
grate surface, 288 square feet, capable of 
driving engines with 2,000 horse-power 
each. The boilers are placed in pairs on 
the 
guards, forward 
and 
abaft 
the 
paddle-boxes, connected with the engines, 
so that one, or all. may be used at pleasure. 
The engines are placed on the central line 
of the boat, fore and aft of the center of 
boat eight feet, making distance from center 
to center of shafts sixteen feet, and not 
placed abreast of each other as is the usual 
manner. The object of this arrangement 
is to give room on the deck for four tracks, 
and each wheel being driven by an inde­ 
pendent engine enables the boat to be more 
easily handled in entering the slips. Among 
other novelties in her construction are tour 
Pratt trusses, arranged fore and aft, directly 
under the tracks, varied in size to meet the 
strains upon them. These give longitudinal 
stiffness, and connect the deck and the bot­ 
tom of the boat, making her. in reality, a 
huge Moating bridge. In addition, there 
are eleven water-tight transverse bulk­ 
heads, dividing the hull into twelve com­ 
partments. rendering her absolutely secure 
from all danger of sinking, besides adding 
additional sti ll'ness to the boat.There are four 
balanced rudders at each end of the boat, 
11 1 feet long by 55 feet deep, coupled to­ 
gether and worked by hydraulic steering

* he opposed it quite bit­ 
terly." “At this [the passage of the resolu­ 
tion not to pay the earlier coupons] Judge 
Beatty became very angry and left the 
meeting, swearing he would have nothing 
more to do with it.” 
Now 1 think this would satisfy any one 
outside of a lunatic nsyum, except Mayor 
Biown, that this was an absolute falsehood 
made out of whole doth. 
But the Mayor 
was not content with charging that I con­ 
cocted this scheme, hut he sa.vs : 
“ It was 
not only concocted by Judge Beatty, but at 
every meeting to push said agreement with 
a few favored bondholders was urged upon 
the Trustees by Judge Beatty, and lie was 
the moving spirit and spokesman in tlie 
whole affair.-’ Now in this there are more 
falsehoods than lines, and all proved to be 
falsehoods by his own witness. 
First—1 
did not concoct it. Second—There never 
was any meeting to push said agreement, 
and John Brown knew it when he wrote 
that sentence. 
There was a meeting of the Trustees with 
a few of the taxpayers, to consider my pro­ 
posed compromise—that was. to raise the 
55 per cent, tax for the bondholders. This 
scheme of repudiation was tacked on to it 
on the motion of Mr. McClatehy. 
1 was 
not the leading spirit, aud not the spokes-, 
man for the project. 
But the most important insinuation here 
is that ibis was a scheme for the benefit of 
certain favored bondholders. As I have 
clearly proved that I had nothing to do 
with it. this insinuation cannot affect me. 
But I will say for Mr. McClatehy that there 
never was a base, more false or groundless 
insinuation

ficulties about Ais truths are that they 
are mostly falsehoods, aud those that are 
in some sense true are nevertheless stated 
in such a way as to convey a false impres­ 
sion to those who do not understand the 
subject. As an illustration, the Mayor 
stated in another article that the funded 
debt 
of 
Sacramento 
city 
in 
1872 
was only worth $700,000 in the mar­ 
ket. it is true the funded debt and ¡¡in­ 
terest past ilne at that time only amounted 
to about $2,000,000. Tbe bonds when sold 
at that time sold at about 35 cents and the 
coupons at an average of 75 cents—say 
eouivalent to $800,000 for the whole debt. 
But only a few scattering bonds could be 
had at such prices. Had anybody under­ 
taken to buy up the whole of them they 
would have risen to par. and double the 
Mayor’s figures would not have bought 
them. 
This is mere peitifogging. No one can 
say what is tbe market value of a thing not 
for sale. But I will state for the Mayor’s 
benefir what was our situation then and 
what it is now : 
The city owed then on its funded bonds, 
past due and future coupons, about $1.150,­ 
000, payable in thirty-one annual íiisírII- 
ments. ranging in amount from $03,000 to 
$103,000. The city owed a large debt not 
included in the funded debt. 
Among 
others the Towle debt. $83,000, principal 
and interest. The Legislature of 187Í-2 
also authorized the issuance of $50,000 bond 
for 
Fire Department, 
and certificates 
of indebtedness for new water works, 
etc. 
Altogether 
the 
debt 
of 
the 
city 
already 
contracted 
and author­ 
ized by the 
Legislature, amounted to 
about $1,600,000. all payable in thirty-one 
years. But, leaving out the other debt, let 
us look at tbe funded debt. Tiffs $1,150,­ 
000 was payable in annual installments 
ranging from $03,000 to $10-3,000 a year. At 
the rate we were paying $50,000 a year it 
would have required eighty-two years to 
pay the debt if no compound interest was 
collectable. If interest on the coupons and 
bonds was payable after due (a question 
not then settled) the city could never pay. 
The debt would grow faster than the city. 
My scheme was to levy a tax of 50 cents 
on the $100 for eleven years, and let the 
Fund Commissioners have the money to 
invest in the city bonds and coupons as we 
have been doing. With that amount of 
levy 1 told the citizens we could virtually 
buy up the city debt. It there were two or 
three hundred thousand dollars not paid, 
by that time it could he taken up by our 
interest land. 
Had my scheme as 1 introduced the bill in 
the Legislature been passed, the debt would 
have been paid two or three years ago. and 
we would not have needed eleven levies of 
50 cents each, as I asked for, but eight lev­ 
ies would have sufficed. But reduced and 
cut down as our income has been, the city 
debt in fourteen years has been reduced in 
all about $2,600.000, or if we confine our­ 
selves to the funded debt, it has been re­ 
duced about $2,150.000. Of this amount 
about $6(0,600 to $700,000 ha3 te.*n paid out 


our refusing to offer a fair price for bonds 
put Meyer in the market as a competitor. 
He bd’.mtu bonds and coupons that sum­ 
mer at and below 0U7 price». He forced 
us to take his bonds at a high figure, or 
else let our money be idle and lose a year’s 
interest, and one year's coupons oil' the 
bonds we bought. Then, after compelling 
us to pay him 31 ¿ for liis bonds, he brought 
suit on his coupons, aud compelled the 
city to pay him par for his coupons of 
1872 and 1873, when we were buying them 
at from 70 to 90 cent3 on the dollar. Thus 
ended Mayor Brown's famous financial 
operation, on which he prides himself so 
much. 
Whilst this sort of romancing on the 
part ot the Mayor getting hold of one fact 
and building up a whole fabric of false­ 
hoods on it, to try to show up his smart­ 
ness, is certainly calculated to show him 
up i:i a rather ridiculous anu contemptible 
light, there is another kind of falsehood 
rather more serious. 
Ho manufactures a 
quarrel between Mr. Lord ami myself out of 
whole cloth. He intimates that I quarreled

could not have been. There never was a 
meeting to forward any schemes in favor of 
any particular class of creditors. 
When 
Mr. McClachy made that motion, there was 
no creditor tllai I know of except the Fund 
Commissioners, who had any more of one 
class Of coupons than another. We had 
more of the class of old coupons than any 
one else. For that reason our resources 
were seriously injured, other creditors only 
slightly affected. But,«jlcr the resolution 
was adopted, some of the creditors in San 
Francisco got hold of it before others; some 
of those who first heard of the resolution 
being adopted sold their oil coupons to 
some others who bad not beard of it. 
Then for the first time there were two 
classes of creditors, one wanting to carry 
out the repudiating contract, the other to 
set it aside. Daniel Meyer had sold all his 
old coupons, and of course wanted to earn­ 
out the repudiating contract—a contract 
which repudiated Davis’ coupons and paid 
the money qn liis (Meyer's) coupons. Da­ 
vis wanted to set aside the compromise and 
pav the coupons as they came. My feeling 
and the interest of the’ Fund Commission­ 
ers was with Davis, and not Meyer. But 
as the Trustees had made the promise to 
pav the '77 coupons first, I thought they 
had better keep on in that line until the 
Court should decide the question as to lim­ 
itations. But 1 never went before the 
Board and did not advise or interfere in 
the matter at al!. I left Meyer, Davis and 
the Trustees—of whom the Mayor was one

by direct tax, licenses which went into the 
sinking and interest fund, and was paid di­ 
rectly to the creditors by the Treasurer. 
The other $1,500,000 was purchased up by 
the Fund Commissioners w ilh the $212,080 
which was raised by taxes for tbe Fund 
Commissioners, and by the interest or 
prolit we made out of that $212,080. 
And I will say farther, had not the Mayor 
and oilier Trustees interfered with the 
money that belonged to tbe Fund Commis­ 
sion. rs, and bad simply complied with the 
plain letter of the law about ourJaxt—. the 
city debt would have been virtually paid 
by this time, with only half the money 
levied for us that I asked for in my original 
scheme. And 1 will further say that the 
Fund Commissioners so managed their 
buying in of the city debt for a period of 
eight years, that they did not enhance the 
price ot bonds or coupons in the least. 
They went down from the first year to the 
eisrhth year inclusive. They were lower

They also set out lower in the eighth than 
in the seventh.

Now comes the second edition of another 
little romance of the Mayor's.

First, he says

He made his motion to cut 
down the price of bonds to 28 cents on the 
19th of May, 1879—nearly fifteeen months 
after he took 
his scat. 
If not very 
usefui during that period, he was certainly 
very fussy; the record shows several acts 
of his dnring that lime. Second, lie says he 
reduced the price of bonds from 33 to 28 
cents. This is another statement contrarv 
to the truth. The price of bonds was fixed

never was changed from that until May 
19, 1879, when Mr. Brown made liis famous 
motion to reduce to 28 cents. This motion 
was accepted by Mr. Lord and myself with­ 
out any objection and so passed. 
(See

In his former communication he says we 
got all the bonds we wanted at that price. 
We had money enough to pay for over 
$100,000 in bonds. 
Wa kept that oiler 
standing for seven months, and got just 
$16,100 in bonds—say about one-seventh of 
what we coaid pay for. Then we had ot 
readvertisein December. 1879. In Ja n u ary . 
1880. we opened the bids and had to accept 
Meyer’s bid for thirty odd thousand dol­ 
lars at 341 cents—the highest price we 
had paid sipce 1872. We only got $51.500 
in bends during the whole year, and that 
at a price higher than an average for the 
whole eight yeare. 
This was not the end of our experiment;
